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Roselle-Higgins 
Accidents Prompt 
Signals Study 


Frequent and serious traffic accidents 


at the Roscllo-Higgins roads Intersections 
in Hoffman Estates has prompted village 
board action to get a traffic study of slg- 
nalizallon at the junction. 


Concern over Intersection accidents 


has been raised at the board level twice 
In the past two weeks, most recently by 
Edward Kalasa, deputy chief of the Hoff- 
man Estates Fire Protection District. 
Monday night Kalasa related the story of 
an accident Saturday, In which ho said 
one woman was seriously Injured. For 
the past month, said Kalasa, serious ac- 
cidents have occurred every weekend. 
Ho urged the board to request the state 
highway department to change slgnaliza- 
tlon at tho junction. 


TltB VILLAGE already had written lo 


tho state, after board discussion two 
weeks ago. Streets Supt. Kenneth Dean 
wrote to G. D. Rlchtcr, of the depart- 
ment's north section, asking for In- 
stallation of a left turn signal for cast- 
bound traffic, and pointing out such sig- 
nals already are operating for north, 
south and westbound traffic. No response 
had been received as of Tuesday after- 
noon. 


Police Chief John O'Conncll said yes- 


terday another letter would be mailed to- 
day, repeating the original request. He 


also reported there have been 11 acci- 
dents at tho Intersection since Sept. 1. 


Donald Totten, assistant director of the 


department's north flection, yesterday 
said he was not aware of the first letter, 
but had received a personal Inquiry 
about the intersection that momlngl 
Richard Regan, plan commission chair- 
man, called Tuesday to ask for study of 
possible changes in timing of tho lights, 
said Totten. Tho question has been re- 
ferred to the department's operations di- 
vision, ho said. 


THE STUDY will Include phasing and 


timing of lights, as well as other alterna- 
tives, said Totten. Left turn signals for 
castbound drivers also will bo consid- 
ered, he added. 


Tho board also heard complaints about 


flooding near tho new Hoffman Estate 
High School, which still is under con- 
struction. 


David Schuman, 142 Elmwood Ln., 


thanked the board for its earlier re- 
sponse to his complaints, which he said 
contributed to solution of flooding prob- 
lems at his property. But problems now 
arc being experienced by his neighbors, 
ho said. 


V i l l a g e Mgr. George Longmeyer 


agreed to seek a second meeting with 
representatives from Dist. 211. 


Schaumburg Willing To 
Build Dam At Woodfield

Schaumburg Mayor Robert Atchcr said 


yesterday the Village of Schaumburg is 
willing to build a dam across the Wood- 
field Mall drainage ditch to retard the 
flow of storm water to Salt Creek. 


Tho Herald disclosed Monday that mil- 


lions of gallons of water were draining 
from 
tho shopping center virtually 


unobstructed to the creek during heavy 
storms. 


Atchcr said the dam would consist of a 


pair of concrete culverts under a raised 
swale. Tho culverts would cut across the 
drainage ditch and temporarily hold 
back water In a natural retention area in 
Iho Ned Brown Forest Preserve.

The location of the dam, would corre- 


spond with Blsncr Road if it were ex- 
tended north across Hlgglns Road, he 
said. 


ATCIIEK SAID the road would be built 


up with clay and dirt and would act as a 
barrier to water running epst across the 
forest preserve from Interstate 90 to Salt 
Creek. 


The two culverts under the road would 


serve to regulate the flow of water to the 
creek. 


Atchcr said an earlier Blsncr Road 


dam across the ditch had apparently 
been destroyed by someone who had cut 
a channel through it allowing the water 
to flow unobstructed to the creek. 


He declined to speculate on who might 


have cut through the dam. The mayor, 
however, said earlier he had checked tho 
dam and found It intact. 


An inspection by Herald reporters re- 


vealed that tho only apparent barrier be- 
tween LOO and the creek was a low natu- 
ral sandbar. 


Atchcr said if the forest preserve dis- 


trict agreed, It would be relatively easy 
for the Village of Schaumburg to main- 
tain tho Blsncr Road dam since It is al- 
ready responsible for maintaining the 
drainage ditch. 


Tho village has both the dirt and the 


culverts necessary for the project, he 
said, adding that the dam could be built 
at relatively little cost.

must be approved by both the Cook and 
Lake County boards of school trustees, 
w h i c h must approve (all boundary 
changes. 


The Lake County board is involved be- 


cause part of Harrington Dist. 224 is in 
Lake County.

Girls Love Their Job . . . And ICE

Nancy Marlosls and Colleen Halloran 


are finding out what It would be like to 
Be nurses. 


The two Schaumburg High School se> 


nlors are part of the ICE,(Industrial Co- 
operative Education) program at the 
school. As part of the program they work 
at .Abbington House, a home for the el- 
derly In Roselle. 


"We give all kinds of personal care, 


take care of some medication,, make 
beds and arc just kind of there to talk to 
the old people," Nancy said. 


So far the girls say the love the job. 
"The people are really nice and some 


of them are so funny," Nancy said 
recently. "We have one old guy who al- 


ways complains about the food, but he's 
really nice too." 


Twenty students are now in the ICE 


p r o g r a m at Schaumburg, attending 
classes from 7:30 to 11 a.m. and working 
at least 15 hours a week after that. The 
other three schools in High School Dist. 
211 have similar programs. 


ALL THE STUDENTS have one class a 


day with ICE teacher Robert Saville and 
have to have their jobs approved by him. 
This semester, besides Nancy and Col- 
leen, students in the program are work- 
ing on machine shops, as dental assist- 
ants, mechanics and "almost everything 
except sales and office work," according 
to Saville. 


Some of the students will go directly to 


jobs like those they hold In the ICE pro- 


gram once they graduate, Saville sold. 
Others, like Nancy and Colleen plan to 
go on to college or other study before 
becoming full-time workers. 


The students in the program must 


work at least 15 hours a week, but most 
work 25 or 30 hours, Saville said. 


"Sometimes they start to get close to 


40 hours, but I try to discourage that." 
he said. 


Students now in the Schaumburg pro- 


gram are making anywhere from $1.65 to 
$3.10 an hour, Saville said. The main 
stiuulation put on the jobs Is that "they 
have to be learning situations and we try 
to set up a training outline with- the 
boss," he said. 


Some of the students, like Nancy, hold 


more than one job, working at the ICE 


job and then at another, less skilled job, 
also part time. 


A time shortage is probably the biggest 


problem Savillc's students face. 


"WHEN YOU GET home at night you 


just have time to do your homework," 
Nancy said. "There isn't time for any- 
thing else." 


Even that problem, though, doesn't 


keep students away from the program, 
Saville said. 


"I think kids today are interested in 


things outside of. school. This way they 
can learn about an occupation and when 
they get out they have some experi- 
ence," he said. "Today employers are 
looking for high school graduates with 10 
years experience and this gives them a 
chance."

The'ordi- 
nance was suggested by County Pres. 
George Dunne who said the action was 
"precipitated" by the recent "situation" 
In the comptroller's offlqe. 


THE "SITUATION" Is the scandal 


which broke hi the comptroller's .office 
hut week that Gaughan had rehlred his 
former boss C. R. Hodgman as a $200- 
a-day consultant the same day Hodgman 
had resigned from the job under pres- 
sure. 


After the board adopted the ordinance 


Monday, Dunne told reporters he be- 
lieved the county has the authority to 
take control of the comptroller's, office 
under home rule provisions of the state 
constitution. 


Hanrahan, however, had issued a le- 


gal opinion in December, stating the 
board could not override the duties and 
responsibilities ot the county clerk as es- 
tablished by state statute. He filed suit 
against the county board yesterday to 
test the board's authority in taking con- 
trol. 


Yesterday, Judge Egan agreed with 


Hanrahan, Issuing the temporary re- 
straining order, which, hi effect, ousted 
Beck from the office he held for only one 
day and reinstating Gaughan. 


In issuing the Injunction, Judge Egan 


said "There is a strong probability the 
state's attorney's office will probably 
prevail on the merits of the case when it 
is ultimately determined." Judge Egan 
set Oct. 13 for trial on the suit. 


The judge also said the case, "is a 


textbook example of irreparable dam- 
age." Vincent Bentivenga, chief of the 
civil division of Hawaiian's office, who 
represented Gaughan and Barrett yester- 
day, said the "irreparable damage" 
being done was that some 6,000 welfare 
checks had been held up because of the 
board's action Monday. 


BENTIVENGA SAID roughly 3,000 


public aid checks are mailed each day 
with Barrett's signature-affixed, but that 
no checks have gone out in the .past two , 
days because of the new ordinance. 


The county board was represented in 


the hearing by Thomas R. Mulroy, a pri- 
vate attorney. Mulroy said he feels the 
board has the authority to take the ac- 
tion under home rule provisions to regu- 
late for the "public health safetf and 
welfare." He said the ordinance repre- 
sented "emergency action to maintain 
and establish the fiscal integrity of the 
comptroller's office."

Schaumburg Toivnship Teacher Talks 
Schools Offer To Hike Base Pay 


Negotiators for the High School DLst. 


211 Board of Education Monday night of- 
fered to raise the base pay for teachers 
by $200. to $8,500. 


The proposal would mean proportional 


raises for more experienced teachers. 
Top pay under the new proposal, after 16 
years' experience, would be $18,062, an 
increase of the present top pay of $17,600. 


In making the offer, the board negotia- 


tors rejected a propu-ai made by the dis- 
trict's education association last week 
which would have frozen the base pay at 
Its present level of $8,300. The associ- 
ation offer, however, meant larger raises 
for more experienced teachers, with top 
pay after 16 years set at $18,560. 


BOAItD PUES. Robert Creek said the

IK; too high "as the board perceives it on 
the basis of the community and of our 
philosophy." 


Association officials showed some an- 


noyance at the new board proposal. The 
last association proposal was drawn up 
after Creek suggested that the teachers 
find a way to reward experienced teach- 
ers without increasing the base pay.

"purchased" blood is used at the hospi- 
tal, Ryon expects the new labelling 
procedures to have little effect. 


Not all hospitals are able to rely on 


donor blood to meet their needs. It is 
estimated that 40 per cent of the fotal 
blood supply in the Chicago area comes 
from paid donors. 


By requiring blood to be labelled, offi- 


cials assume many physicians will avoid 
using "purchased" blood because of fu- 
ture liabilities. Ryon said certain dis- 
eases are not detectable in blood and the 
word of the donor has to be relied upon. 
It is believed volunteers would have less 
reason to cover up their past diseases 
than donors who aro receiving money for 
their blood. 


"THIS DOES not guarantee the blood 


will be disease free but the probability of 
disease is less," explained Ryon. 


Two incentive programs are used to 


obtain "volunteer" blood. First, If a per- 
son joins the Cooperative Blood Replace- 
ment Plan, by giving one pint of blood, 
he protects himself and his family for 
one year, himself and'his wife for two 
years or only himself for four years. 


Second Is a replacement program. 


Since most medical insurance policies do 
not cover the cost of blood, a patient re- 
ceiving blood may have friends and rela- 
tives donate the blood in liis name. His 
bill then is discounted proportionately. 


With the passage of the new law, the 


replacement program has been changed 
to make replacement donors members of 
the Cooperative Blood Replacement Plan 
and eligible for blood at no cost to them 
or their family for six months. 


Ryon said a list of donors with rare 


types of blood is kept on file. Blood out- 
dates itself in 21 days so rather than 
draw a rare type of blood and possibly 
have, to throw it out, we wait until it is 
needed, he explained. 
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A 10-acre section to the rear of the cen- 


ter might later be developed as a sports 
complex or tennis club, Regan'said.

Weigh Feasibility Study 


Dclalb of a feasibility study, approved 


by the village board last month, wilt be 
discussed when Schaumburg Airport 
Committee meets Thursday. 


Under guidance of Ray LcDcau, com- 


mittee chairman, the committee will su- 
pervise the study to be performed by 
Howard, Needles, Tammcn and Bcr- 
gcndoff. consulting engineers. 


An expanded general aviation airport 


under municipal ownership Is being dis- 
cussed In conjunction with plans for a 
regional transportation center proposed 
for development in the village. 


Results of the comprehensive profes- 


sional study arc expected to determine it 
need for an expanded air facility exists 
in Schaumburg. 


Performance of the investigation, as 


approved by the village board, is contin- 
gent on the availability of federal and 
state funding. 


UNDER TERMS of the Airport and 


Airways Development Act of 1070, two- 
thirds funding could be provided by the 
Federal Aviation Administration; one- 
sixth may be available from the Illinois 
Department of Aeronautics. 


Remaining portions of the cost Mould 


be paid by the village as project sponsor. 
Local officials plan recapture of these 
funds through proceeds from a revenue 
bond program in order to avoid taxpayer 
burden. 


Officials of the consulting firm esti- 


mate total cost of the study at about 
$42.000 based on similar Investigations. 


Earlier this ycnr, Schaumburg appro- 


priated about $59,000 for the study since, 
even though federal and state funding is 
expected, all payouts will be made to 
consultants by the village. 


Presently, committee members arc 


conducting a preliminary investigation Co 
confirm availability of both FAA and 
state funds.

that tho expected landslide victory of tho 
President could evaporato before their 
eyes. 


Rcntschlcr was tho man who ran 


against Sen. Ralph Smith in tho Republi- 
can primary In 1970, predicting disaster 
for tho GOP In tho fall election if people 
such as Smith and Supt. of Public In- 
struction Ray Pago wcro allowed to car- 
ry tho party standard. It Is difficult now 
to arguo with his prediction. 


In a 32-page summary of tho cam- 


paign, written within days of the 1968 
election, Rcntschlcr reviews how Nixon 
went from a "loser" to a first-ballot 
presidential choice ot tho Republican 
convention, to a predicted landslide win- 
ner over Hubert H. Humphrey, and final- 
ly to a hair-lino winner with less than 50 
per cent of tho popular voto.

"While his campaign was still aborn- 


ing, Dick Nixon told mo emphatically, 
'No man who does not win Illinois can 
hope to win tho presidency. No man has. 
No man will.'" (RcnUchlcr's message is 
clearly that that axiom is as true today 
ns It was In 1068.) 


"IN A STATEMENT Issued Oct. 23 


(1068), I said the Republican Party 
stands at 'tho edge of a landslide.' Nix- 
on's victory margin In Illinois 'will ex- 
ceed 400,000 votes and may well top a 
half-million.'" (Some predictions for the 
1072 voto top that optimistic figure.) 


"By (Nov. 3, two days before election), 


It was evident to mo that the air was fast 
escaping from Nixon's Illinois balloon. I 
called (John) Mitchell (then Nixon's na- 
tional campaign manager, now attorney 
general) at his Rye, New York, homo 
that Sunday morning. Ho was dool as a 
cucumber and luxuriating in what he 
was convinced would bo a nationwide 
sweep. I told him I was getting a bit 
worried, and that I would settle for 'any 
kind of a win, not a landslide.'" 


Rcntschlcr then reviews the early clec- 


tlon-nlght returns when the Nixon land- 
slide disappeared as Humphrey carried 
Massachusetts, New York and Michigan 


and captured early leads in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. 


As it turned out, of course, the final 


result hinged on Illinois, and Nixon's 
38,000-voto margin here finally secured 
for him tho White House.

•Should Extremists Teach?

' Civil libertarians should take note - 
ghey apparently need to do some recruit- 
ting in the ranks of tho nation's teachers. 
; The September Issue of "Today's Edu- 
<atlon," a slick magazine put out by the 
•Notional Education Association, which 
proudly (and accurately) calls Itself tho 
tountry's largest teachers group, con- 
tains a poll to make an attorney for the 
American Civil Liberties Union quiver. 
«' Tho poll, conducted by the NBA Re- 
Jearch Division, asked teachers in public 
Momentary and high schools whether 
they thought political extremists should 
be allowed to teach In public schools. 
• A fairly substantial majority of the 
teachers polled said "extremists" should 
not be teachers. 


OP THOSE POLLED, 70.4 per cent 
aid extremists of both left and right 
hould be banned from 
elementary 


chools, 67.3 per cent said both should be 
tanned from high schools, and 51.5 per 
cent said they should be banned from 
colleges and universities. 
{ The precise question tho pollsters 
Mked was: "Do you think persons who 
publicly Identify themselves with ex- 
tremist groups (e.g. American Commu- 
nist Party, American Nazi Party, John 
Birch Society) should be barred from 
teaching in publicly supported schools 
and colleges?" 


Note, the question docs not ask wheth- 


er those persons should be prevented 
from teaching their particular belief. It 
tnly asks If publicly Identified persons 
should be allowed to teach any tiling. 


In short, a mlld-mnnnorcd member of 


tho John Birch Society, who in class 
wholly occupies himself with teaching 
first graders to read harmless Dick and 
Jane books, should bo fired if he be- 
comes publicly Identified with his "ex- 
tremist" group, according to tho major- 
ity polled. 


In addition, tho question cites only 


three examples of extremist groups, and 
implies that there might be others be- 
sides those named. In a poll which de- 
mands precise yes and no response, 
apparently no one had the chance to ask 
who would determine what is, and Is not, 
an extremist. 


SOME REPUBLICANS devoted (o Nix- 


on and Agncw, for example, might firm- 
ly believe that McGovcrn supporters are 
dangerous extremists and demand they 
bo barred. That might catch a number of 
our own local, Northwest suburban 
teachers, many of whom (at least in my 
presence) have been sporting McGovcrn 
buttons lately. . 
.At the same time, some Democrats 
might want to argue that anyone who 
could support the party of the ITT, Wa- 
tergate and wheat scandals must have 
dangerous tendencies and should be 
thrown out of the public schools. Imag- 
ine, If you can, the outcry that'would 
follow. 


Tho whole Issue of teachers being in- 


volved in politics of any kind, Is, of 
course, a touchy one. A conservative Re- 
publican parent Is likely to be upset 
when he discovers that his son's history 
teacher Is an admirer of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, for example. 


Barry Goldwatcr claimed in 1964, In 


fact, that the Republicans had only one 
more chance to elect a president because 
all the nation's social studies teachers 
were Democrats and were indoctrinating 
a generation of voters. 


Richard Nixon was elected four years 


after tho 'Mast chance" but that hasn't 
dampened the emotion surrounding the 
Issue. 


The fact is, as courts have fairly rou- 


tinely held, teachers have the same kinds 
of political rights as everyone else — and 
that presumably means they can affiliate 
with Communists, John Blrchcrs and the 
like.

Consumers, before you harp at the 


check out girl or dollvcryman this week 
when you discover milk is costing you 
more, remember that the splrallng 
prices are simply not controlled by local 
market factors. At least, that's what 
some industry experts are telling us as 
bottled milk prices climb 2 to 8 cents a 
gallon. 


It all starts with the cheese factories in 


Wisconsin and Minnesota. They're doing 
a booming business this year, according 
to the U.S. Department of Agriculture's 
( U S D A) milk price administrators. 
Whenever this happens the price for 
class II milk (used In production) always 
rises. 


"This situation has been triggered a 


couple of times recently," explained 
Robert Thomas, assistant market admin- 
istrator for the USDA In Chicago. "The 
federal order market order price then Is 
determined by an average of prices for 
milk sold to factories In Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. We add $1.28 to the price to 
bring it to tho bottling (Class I) price 
level." 


In September, tho Clars I price level 


established for milk sold in tho Chlcngo 
region reached $6.27 per hundred weight 
Then this month, it rose to $6.33 per hun- 
dred weight.

But Still 
Prices Climb

Milk prices are going up again, and yet 


Chicago has unnecessary surpluses of 
milk. 


By tho law of supply and demand, ex- 


cess production should force prices 
down. But tho artificially high prices arc 
maintained by the dairy cooperatives, 
who arc empowered by tho federal gov- 
ernment's milk market orders. 


As a result, consumers are paying mo- 


nopoly prices for milk today, according 
to tho University of Illinois agricultural 
economist Dr. Roland Bartlett. This out- 
dated price structure was Initiated In the 
1930s to Insure sufficient supplies of milk, 
but it Is no longer economically justifi- 
able In tho face of excess production, Dr. 
Bartlott says. 


HOWEVEIt. THE structure is profit- 


able for tho dairy coops. Tho Associated 
Milk Producers, Inc., (AMP1) which con- 
trols 95 per cent of the milk supplied to 
Chicago, was sued earlier this year by 
both tho U.S. Justice Department and the 
Attorney General of Illinois for alleged 
monopoly of prices. Tho state charged 
that AMPI lias added $12 million annual- 
ly to tho prlceof bottled milk in Chi- 
cago — most of which went to tho dairy 
organizations, not farmers. 


Tho dairy Industry is blaming farmers 


for last week's price hike, but actually, 
farmers may benefit little from it. Ac- 
cording to Hollis Hatflcld, dairy special- 
ist for tho American Farm Bureau, 
"Farmers may not see any difference" 
from this Increase: at most, they might 
reap "a few cents." For example, out of 
tho August 40 cent premium above the 
federal minimum price, farmers got 3 
cents, Hatfleld said. 


Tho reason Is that less than SO per cent 


of tho total milk produced here Is sold as 
bottled milk, which Is the only kind to 
which tho premium applies. The excess 
is manufactured. And, Hatflcld said, 
"Wo have a lot more milk than there's a 
market for, so it goes to other places to 
bo manufactured." 


This surplus "washes out about IS 


cents of tho 40 cent premium," Hatflcld 
said, and "most of tho remainder goes 
into the coops' supcrpools and toward 
promotional expenses." 


ACCORDING TO Bartlett, the con- 


sumer is actually subsidizing the manu- 
facture of milk Into dairy products 
through the prices ho pays for fluid milk. 
Bartlott has suggested that bottled milk 
prices could bo cut — giving the con- 
sumer a break — and the price of manu- 
factured milk raised, which would have 
the effect of reducing some of the excess 
and encouraging production to center in 
the areas of lowest production cost. 


Bartlett predicted that the consumer 


will got little relief In the price of milk 
oven If the suits against the dairy coop- 
eratives arc successful, because tho 
problem Is with tho federal market or- 
ders — which were raised before tho 
dairy industry announced its price In- 
crease lost week. 


C o n s u m e r advocate Ralph Nader 


charged earlier this year, In a suit aimed 
at rolling back tho federal price sup- 
ports, that tho structure is politically 
rather than economically motivated. Ho 
pointed to a 1300,000 contribution by 
AMPI to President Nixon's reelection 
campaign.

An extra premium, or superpool 


charge, Is added to the federal milk mar- 
ket price by the giant Central Milk Pro- 
ducers Cooperative (CMPC) serving the 
Chicago area and part of Wisconsin. This 
organization of 14 dairy coops supplies 95 
per cent of the milk consumed in the Chi- . 
cago metropolitan area. 


The superpoo) cost Is hiked as a result 


of the higher federal price minimum, ac- 
cording to Judy Brown, director of Infor- 
mation for CMPC's member group, Asso- 
ciated Milk Producers, Inc., in Chicago. 
A 15 cent additional superpool charge 
was levied as of this month, increasing 
tho prico for Class I milk from $8.54 to . 
$6.69 per hundredweight. 


Miss Brown also pointed to the heavy 


demand for cheese production in Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin factories as the* 
culprit hi tho price raising mechanism. 
She added, "For anything above a 2 
cents-a-gallon Increase, people will have 
to assess tho blame somewhere else." 
Sho said tho price boost will net farmers 
an average 1-1/3 cents a gallon, but did 
not account for tho remaining 2/3 cent 
Increase. 


Increased processing costs and the 


added superpool charge are boosting 
prices charged by suppliers to the Mod- 
ern Dairy in Arlington Heights, accord- 
Ing to president Dick Mlchalski. "As of 
Oct. 1, we aro seeing Increases of one 
cent a quart, or four cents a gallon," he 
said. "We're a distributor and these 
costs aro passed on to us by the proces- 
sor." Tho firm serves 7,000 area resi- 
dents. 


A SPOKESMAN for National Food 


Stores Indicated the chain will raise milk 
prices In the near future, although the 


exact price Increase is not yet deter- 
mined. Prices at a National store in Ar- 
lington Heights for a gallon of whole 
milk ranged from a sale price of 79 cents 
to $1,01, before the increase. 


An employe at an Eagle Discount Su- 


permarket in Mount Prospect reported a 
price of 99 cents a gallon for whole milk 
on Monday, although an Increase is an- 
ticipated this week. 


"No'Information is being given out 


yet" on milk prices at Hlllman's Finer 
Foods chain, according to a spokesman 
at a Mount Prospect outlet 


Approximately two cents a gallon Is 


added to the price for milk distributed by 
Sealtest's Palatine facility as of this 
week. A spokesman for the firm said 
prices at the retail level could rise 4 
cents a gallon. 


"We're holding the line at this point," 


said a spokesman for the A&P chain ear- 
ly this week. "Milk is a very competitive 
item, so nobody wants to be the first to 
announce an Increase," he added. 


"Our increase will be two cents a gal- 


lon," said Bill Newby, public relations * 
federal milk marketing order and to a 
lesser extent, labor, account for the hike, 
he sold. 


"The outlook is not encouraging" for 


several other items in the grocery store, 
according to Newby. Fruit and vegetable 
crops ore adversely affected by unseaso- 
nable weather conditions across the 
country, jacking up prices. Pork prices 
are relatively high. Although beef prices 
are not at peak levels, heavy consumer 
demand is propping up price levels, New- 
by said.

Once Again: 


County Scandal 


Onco again the resident tax- 


payers of Cook County have been 
afforded the pleasure of witnessing 
dishonesty, corruption and greed 
at work in the hallowed halls and 
offices at the Cook County Build- 
ing. 


It has been a rare and pleas- 


urable year for Cook County vot- 
ers. First it was the piles of tax- 
payers' money lying idle in several 
bonks, earning interest for the 
banks only. Then we learned sev- 
eral of the banks had high ranking 
county political figures on their 
boards of directors. 


Then we were treated to another 


round of vote fraud and vote steal- 
ing in the March primary election. 


As spring blossomed throughout 


tiic county, so did the story of 
County Comptroller C. R. Hodg- 
man's self-serving lease negotia- 
tions and remodeling contracts for 
county public aid offices. 


Lnst week the enviable tax- 


payers were blessed with two more 
revelations which could not help 
but to warm the hearts of those 
enamored with good government in 
Cook County. 


The stars in this latest round of 


political showmanship were, in the 
order of their appearance, James 
Gaughan and his boss Edward Bar- 
rett. 


First it was learned that Gaug- 


han, who took over the reins when 
Hodgman resigned for health rea- 
sons, rchircd his too-sick-to-work 
boss, giving him $200 of the tax- 
payers' money each day In con- 
sulting fees. 


Then County Clerk Edward Bar- 


rett upstaged Gaughan when feder- 
al 
indictments 
were 
returned, 


charging him with bribery, tax 
evasion and mall fraud, stemming 
from 
alleged 
kickbacks worth 


$180.000 from his favorite voting 
machine company. 


These common displays of gov- 


ernment corruption in the county 
have given all the taxpayers a 
grand opportunity to sec their gov- 
ernment in action — or inaction, 
whichever you prefer. 


One of the more interesting as- 


pects of all this drama on the local 
political scene is that the tax- 
payers have been given the chance 
to view it all only because of the 
efforts of newspapers, the Better 
Government Association and the 
federal government. 


Apparently too busy conducting 


a reelection campaign and a crimi- 
nal defense, of all things, in the 
Criminal 
Courts 
Building, 
the 


state's attorney's office has not 
seen its way clear to bring any of 
this government Inaction to the 
eyes of the public. 


We find it absurd that the tax- 


payers of the county must rely on 
newspapers and the BGA to keep 
us informed of how the government 
of this county actually operates. It 
is ludicrous to find that the job of 
policing the government has been 
abdicated to these entities by the 
state's attorney's office — the 
agency which has the authority 
and, 
indeed, the responsibility to 


do the Job. 


Certain county officials, how- 


ever, seem to be concerned and in- 
terested in preserving the integrity 
of Cook County government. 


County Pros. George Dunne, by 


his actions this week, may fit into 
that category. 


Although it is somewhat difficult 


to imagine Dunne was unaware of 
Hodgman's secret rchiring, we will 
grant him the benefit of the doubt 
and commend him for his efforts to 
bring the county comptroller's of- 
fice under the closer scrutiny of 
the county board. 


We arc somewhat doubtful of the 


constitutionality of Dunne's new 
ordinance, taking the comptroller's 
office from the jurisdiction of the 
county clerk, and we arc reluctant 
to endorse any attempt by which 
tiic county tries to gain control by 
overriding state statute. 


At the same time, however, it is 


gratifying to see the county board 
make some attempt to assure the 
people of th ccounty some degree 
of honesty in their government. 


The shame of it, once again how- 


ever, is that such drastic measures 
apparently must be taken to give 
the taxpayers that assurance. 


The state's attorney's office has 


the statutory trust of the people to 
guarantee the government of this 
county is being operated in the 
best interests of those being gov- 
erned. 


It is inexcusable that this corrup- 


tion and dishonesty has flourished 
without drawing the attention of 
Hanrahan's office. 


Hodgman has been taken off the 


county payroll and Gaughan, at 
least temporarily, has joined his 
predecessor. 


The public deserves a more 


complete accounting than the mere 
firing of two men, however, and it 
would seem only proper that Han-, 
rahan's office begin a full-fledged 
grand jury investigation of the en- 
tire situation.

I will vote for George McGovcrn in the 


Indeed this 
may seem a llttlo inconsistent since my 
profile resembles that of a good Republi- 
can. Born, raised, and educated in In- 
diana, I still adhere strongly to many of 
this area's conservative traditions. -A 
business university graduate, an officer 
in the Air Force, now an aspiring 37 year 
old marketing associate for a huge Wall 
Street corporation, we live in the outer 
Chicago suburbs where all good Republi- 
cans live. Although I hove always listed 
my politics as independent, in fact, a 
good Republican voter I have been. With 
the exception of 1952, when I was too 
young to register, I have voted for Rich- 
ard Nbcon every time he has run for na- 
tional office. So what now brings about 
this seemingly radical change in my po- 
litical behavior? 


So why George McGovcrn? Most 


people believe he has only onp issue, to 
end the Vietnam war. This is most un- 
fortunate since his main objectives are 
directed toward far deeper problems 
pressing this nation and affecting every 
citizen. Senator McGovern has said the 
present government of the United States 
Is no longer n government which serves 
or even responds to the needs of most 
Americans. It serves the needs of only a 
small powerful few and responds little to 
the majority. 


So whom is our government serving, 


particularly since Richard Nixon became 
president? Nowhere is the answer more 
evident than In the assessment of federal 
income taxes. Senator McGovern has 
called it taxation without justice for 
working people. He has proposed not to 
take the wealth from the rich, but that 
Income which wealth produces be taxed 
at rates more equal to the rotes on in- 
comb made by the Job holder. Why 
should a man who has wealth (real es- 
tate, stocks, bonds, oil) of several million 
dollars which earns him an income of 
$200,000 or more a year pay little or no 
federal income taxes? Why should the 
job holder, the man who must work to 
support his family pay at higher rates, 
and often even more actual dollars in in- 
come taxes than the man whoso income 
comes from his wealth. In 1970, there 
were 112 individuals with incomes over

taxes.

Yet, the best evidence of whom the 


Nixon administration favors is the record 
itself. Who has gained in the last 3-1/8 
years and who has lost? Since the Presi- 
dent entered the White House, inflation 
has gone up a record 14.2 per cent and 
Interest rotes are the highest since the 
Civil War. Who profits from inflation and 
high interest rates? People with large 
holdings in real estate, stocks, bonds, 
and other assets of wealth. In other 
words, the rich. Who suffers from in- 
flation and high interest rates? The job 
holder, the retired person, the fanner

and small businessman, or more simply 
people with no great wealth who must 
work for an income. Large corporations 
have made their highest profits in his- 
tory under Nixon. Yet in this same peri- 
od, there has been the greatest number 
of small business failures and farmers 
driven from their land since the depres- 
sion. 


I voted for Richard Nixon in 1968, be- 


cause he said he would end the war. 
Since he took office, 20,000 Americans 
have died in that war, and he has or- 
dered the most inhuman bombing that 
man has known. Mr. Nixon has called 
himself a man of peace for making trips 
to Russia and China while men, women 
and children arc dying by his decision to 
resume bombing. It is difficult to see 
how a small backward nation on the oth- 
er side of the world could ever be a 
threat to our security. So as the war goes 
on and the wealthy continue to profit 
from it, the real threats of unemploy- 
ment, poverty, inferior health care, 
crime, .inflation, housing, and education 
continue to go unanswered.

The 
Senator met with them, heard their 
views, and restated his policies. The 
young people left in peace without a 
single arrest.

The Community Park proposal deserves 
an indivdual spot on the referendum, and 
the Russet Way and Palatine Hills Rec- 
reation proposal could also be in- 
corporated into a single issue. The 
$35,000 maintenance and storage facility 
should also be left to the voters individ- 
ually. 


Perhaps no other proposal, however, 


deserves the title "boondoggle" more 
than the proposed Palatine Trail. This 
little gem of planning would cost up- 
wards of $190,000.

More Americans Putting 
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Their Best Foot Forward 


by LEROY POPE 


NEW YORK (UPI) - At the annual 


mooting of Colossal Industries, Inc., tho 
chairman tolls shareholders "wo are In a 
now era ot corporate social responsi- 
bility." 


Henceforth, the chairman insists, ques- 


tions of environmental quality, education 
and health and equal opportunity in (ho 
community will be as Important in Colos- 
sal's executive decision making as prof- ' 
its. 


An hour later, one Colossal middle ex- 


ecutive uys to another: "Who's he kid- 
ding besides himself? If I get a promo- 
tion or a raise around hero or an offer of 
a better job from another company It 
will bo for one reason — because I've 
jacked up sales and profits over last 
year. The methods I use to jack 'cm up 
may create some future headaches but I 
don't Intend to be around to take the rap 
for'cm." 


Tho foregoing is, In a nutshell, the. 


most Important problem facing Ameri- 
can business today, says Dr. Melvln An- 
shcn, tho new Paul Garrott professor of 
public policy and business responsibility 
at Columbia University's graduate busi- 
ness school. 


THE CHAIR WAS endowed with a $1 


million gift from Paul Gorrctt, tho schol- 
arly 80-year-old ex-vice president for 
public relations of General Motors who 
started his career as a financial reporter 
for the New York Post. 


"If business is to adapt the needs of 


social responsibility, then promotion of 
executives Is going to have to depend on 
that as well as profits," Anshcn said. 
"As soon as that happens we will see a 
steady change in tho present cynical atti- 


tude of middle and junior executives to- 
wards corporate responsibility." 


A Harvard graduate and former teach- 


er of business administration at Carnegie 
Tech, now Carnegie-Mellon 'University 
and Indiana University, Anshen was on 
the side of corporate social responslbiliy 
long before he was chosen for the Gar- 
rett chair. He Is a firm opponent of econ- 
omists such as Milton Friedman of Chi- 
cago and Henry Manne of Rochester who 
talk about "the myth of corporate re- 
sponsibility" and Insist the only function 
of any business is to earn maximum 
profits by any legal means. 


SOCIETY, Anshcn says, Is demanding 


new standards and new mechanisms for 
business and this creates a critical new 
area of activity for business schools — 
"the Interface between business for prof- 
It and the society in which it functions." 


As the first actual Garrett. professor, 


Dr. Courtney Brown held the choir only 
in order to manage the search for a per- 
manent appointee. Anshen must create 
the field of study for his graduate stu- 
dents. 


Ho Is giving thought to two areas. One 


Is simply to get down to cases in teach- 
ing corporate social responsibility — to 
dwell on specific problems Instead of 
generalities. 


Tho other is to persuade accountants, 


educators and corporations to try to find 
a way to measure social achievements 
by business as well as profits. "There is 
no way at present, except for the capital 
outlays spent on it, to measure what a 
corporation is doing for itself and the 
public when It engages in large scale pol- 
lution control, for example," ho said.

Look well at your fellow wage earners 


on tho way to work tomorrow morning. 
You (as taxpayer) are paying the sala- 
ries of one in every five. 


That will be the case if you're viewing 


a typical cross section of America's em- 
ployed, for the Tax Foundation in Its new 
study, "Unions and Government Employ- 
ment," notes that one employed person 
in five is now working for government 
— federal, state or local. 


The payroll for all these people was 


$110 billion In 1070, as compared to $45 
billion In 1960. Behind tho huge rise is not 
only a lot more people who are now gov- 
ernment employes, but the fact that they 
are getting better wages than employes 
in private Industry. 


"AT THE federal level alone the aver- 


age annual earnings of a civilian worker 
In 1970 were just about $3,000 higher than 
those of a private Industry worker," the 
study by the nonprofit research organiza- 
tion reveals. Average earnings were 
$7,462 for all private employes and 
$10,597 for all federal civilian employes. 


Docs this suggest that there may be a 


built-in solution to the problem of mount- 
Ing government payrolls? This may 
sound like desperation thinking, but 
we're ready to grasp at straws. 


Since the pay Is better, we can logical- 


ly expect employes of private Industry to 
gravitate toward government jobs. After 
a time, everyone will be working for tho 
government. 


We will then all be members of one 


great brotherhood (or pcrsonhood, if the 
Women's Libbers Insist) — all govern- 
ment employes and all taxpayers. As 
taxpayers we will, of course, be resentful 
of government payroll increases that 
raise our taxes — and the next time Con- 
gress proposes to increase our pay we 
march on the capital, threatening Con- 
gress with tho wrath of tho voter if It 
raises our pay. End of problem. 


Though It sounds perfectly logical we 


hove a feeling that there may be a flaw 


in our reasoning. If anyone has any bet- 
ter solutions, we will gladly receive, con- 
sider and possibly publish them. 
• • •

Now A Political And Legislative Issue 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


The power of the female vote Is being 


felt strongly in national and state 
pel tics. The two major political parties 
Indicated their awareness of that power 
when they drew up platforms for the No- 
vember election. 


Both Republican and Democratic na- 


tional platforms endorse ratification of 
the Equal Rights Amendment: appoint- 
ment of women to the highest level posl- 
tlons In the federal government including 
the cabinet and Supremo Court; equal 
pay for equal work; elimination of dis- 
crimination against women in federal 
government, In the criminal Justice sys- 
tem, In sentencing, rehabilitation and 
prison facilities; increased opportunities 
for part-time employment and expanded 
training program for women who want 
to re-enter tho labor force; elimination of 
economic discrimination against women 
in credit, mortgage, Insurance, property 
rental and finance contracts; and a 
strong statement in favor of child care. 


THE DEMOCRATS added to their plot- 


f o r m : elimination of discrimination 
a g a i n s t women In public accom- 
modations, public facilities, public educa- 
tion and federally assisted programs; ex- 
tension of tho Civil Rights Commission to 
Include denial of civil rights on tho basis 
of sex; maternity benefits to working 
women; temporary disability benefits to 
cover pregnancy, etc.; elimination of tax 
inequities that affect women and chil- 
dren; retirement benefits for families 
with working wives, widows, women 
heads of households; deductions for 
working families for housekeeping and 
child care costs as business expenses; 
and federal grants for financing state 
commissions on tho Status of Women. 


Both parties also vowed to vigorously 


enforce all federal statutes and executive 
laws barring job discrimination on tho 
bnsis of sex. 


THE LARGEST number of women in 


history were delegates and alternates to 
both Democratic and Republican con- 
ventions. For tho first time a woman, 
Ann Armstrong, co-chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee and secre- 
tary of the 1072 convention, was a key- 


note speaker. Another woman, Jean 
Wcstwood, was selected as national 
chairman for the Democratic party. 


What was printed in formal platform 


statements and what happened before 
television camera) on the convention 
floor Is only half the story. Legislation 
affecting women Is the other half. 


Several proponents of women's rights, 


In both the U.S. House and Senate, have 
Introduced a number of bills to equalize 
laws which affect women. 


Tho Equal Rights Amendment, passed 


by Congress Oct. 12,1071 and ratified by 
21 states, needs to pass In 17 more states 
before It becomes law. 


F E D E R A L LEGISLATORS, while 


keeping their eyes on what is happening 
to the ERA back home, have turned their 
attention to other legislation. 


Already passed into low and signed by 


President Nixon are the Equal Employ- 


ment Opportunity bill, the Higher Edu- 
cation Bill and the Equal Pay Act, 
among others. 


The Equal Employment Opportunity 


Bill extends authority of the Equal Em- 
p l o y m e n t Opportunity Commission 
(EEOC) to enforce anti-discrimination 
laws In the federal courts. The bill also 
prohibits discrimination in employment 
because of sex in firms and unions with 
more than 15 employes, state and local 
government agencies and education in- 
stitutions. 


The Equal Pay Act requires the same 


pay for women as for men doing work 
which requires substantially the same 
skills, effort and responsibility. The 
firms, unions, agencies and institutions 
listed in the Equal Employment Opportu- 
nity Bill arc included in the Equal Pay 
Act. 


THE HIGHER EDUCATION Bill pro- 


hlbits sex discrimination in federally 
assisted education programs, including 
both vocational education programs and 
public institutions of higher education. 


Also passed were two bills banning sex 


discrimination 
against 
applicants to 


nursing and medical schools. Those 
s c h o o l s which practice sex dis- 
c r i m i n a t i o n cnnnot receive federal 
grants and assistance. 


Before the Congress adjourns Oct. 14 It 


is expected to act on the Social Security 
Amendments to the Welfare Reform Act 
and the Women's Equality Act of 1971. 


The Social Security Amendments pro- 


vide that widows and widowers are eli- 
gible for 100 per cent of the benefits the 
deceased spouse would be receiving if 
still living. They also eliminate require- 
ments that divorced women show they 
were dependent on husbands for support 
to receive benefits. The amendments will 


be reported out of committee this week, 
but the fate of the bill is uncertain as the 
President has asked that the effective 
date of welfare reform be postponed one 
year. 


THE WOMEN'S EQUALITY Act of 


1970, Introduced by Illinois Rep. Abner .1. 
Mikva last June, amends all federal civ- 
il rights laws to provide equal rights for 
all citizens now denied their full rights 
because of their sex. The bill seeks to 
carry out the legislative recommenda- 
tions of the Presidential Task Force on 
Women's Rights and Responsibilities. 


The bill would eliminate sex dis- 


crimination in all federally assisted pro- 
grams, in state and federal employment, 
in e m p l o y m e n t in educational in- 
stitutions, in the payment of wages for 
professional, 
executive and adminis- 


trative jobs, and authorizes 
grants 


through the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare to finance state com- 
missions to study the status of women. 


This bill prohibits sex discrimination in 


public facilities, public education and 
public accommodations. It also requires 
that the Secretary of HEW make recom- 
mendations to equalize the treatment of 
women under the Social Security Act and 
Internal Revenue Code and the Family 
Assistance Act. In effect the equality act 
provides equal rights for women whether 
the Equal Sights Amendment is ratified 
or not. 


STILL OTHER LEGISLATION has 


been introduced in Congress but the bills 
remain in committee and probably won't 
be acted on until the 93rd Congress con- 
venes in January. 


The Retirement Benefits for House- 


wives bill amends the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954 to make retirement benefits 
available to women able to put part of 
their household allowance into a savings 
account. 


The Widows Benefits bill reduces from 


20 to 10 years the time a woman must be 
married to collect dependent widows 
benefits from her husband or vice-versa. 


Tho Ms. Bill prohibits any agency of 


the federal government from using any 
title in a name which indicates marital 
statuu. 


THE WOMEN'S EDUCATION Act au- , 


thorizes the Secretary of HEW to make 
grants to develop non-sexist textbooks 
and tests, non-discriminatory vocational 
education, career counseling and sports 
education. 
. 
• 


At the state level the push for equal 


rights for women has slowed down. 
There was a flurry of activity last spring 
when a number of bills pertaining to 
credit, maternity benefits, day care, 
equal employment, marriage, divorce 
and abortion were being acted on. At the 
same time the Equal Rights Amendment 
was before the legislature for ratifica- 
tion. 


Women made no significant gams. Tho 


majority of the bills either failed to pass, 
were tabled, remained in committee or 
were indefinitely postponed by their 
sponsors. 


The ERA was put on "postponed con- 


sideration" in the House after its spon- 
sors (which included Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arlington Heights) realized they were 
seven votes short for passage. It had 
passed the Senate by one vote. 


WHETHER OR NOT the ERA will 


again be called for consideration when 
the House reconvenes Nov. 26 will 
depend on "feelings after the election" 
according to Mrs. Chapman. The resolu- 
tion will be re-introduced if the sponsors 
are sure it will be passed, she said. 


If the ERA Is not voted on before 


January, the measure will have to again 
go through committee hearings, floor 
readings and the vote. 


The Democratic Party of Illinois in- 


cluded a strong statement in favor of 
ratification of ERA in its state platform. 
Democrats also favored the guarantee of 
equal opportunity to all persons. 


The Republican Party ot Illinois in- 


cluded a similar "human rights" clause 
in its platform. But though Republican 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie has endorsed ERA, 
the state party made no mention of the 
amendment in its platform. 


Equal rights for women has become 


both a political and legislative issue. 
Women can have a say in their "legal 
future" by using female power in the 
voting booth and by keeping their view- 
.^points in front of their representatives. 


Immigration 
Museum Tells 
Our History

NEW YORK (UPI) - A museum that 


tells the history of America through tho 
history of Us immigrants — and that's 
everybody from the Indians to the latest 
"greenhorn" — opened last month in 
the base of the Statue of Liberty. 


The American Museum of Immigration 


has been 20 years in tho making and 
some 2 million persons a year arc ex- 
pected to visit it. Among the first may bo 
Proildont Nixon, and certainly Secretary 
of tho Interior Rogers C. B. Morton, un- 
der whose aegis tho National Park Ser- 
vice will operate the exhibits. 


A visitor to tho museum proceeds 


chronologically through the story of U.S. 
immigration — although those early In- 
dians who are believed to have crossed 
the Bering Sea from Asia arc represent- 
ed only by a map. Tho story the displays 
tell —through more than 200 exhibits and 
dioramas, many with special voice and 
sound effects — begins with the first Eu- 
ropeans, the English at Jamestown, Va., 
and the 
Spanish In Florida and tho 


Southwest. 


THE FOCUS. HOWEVER, is on the 


century of Immigration that began in tho 
1820s. In that 100 years some 34 million 
persons came to these shores. Who they 
were, Individually and In groups, why 
they came and what they contributed, 
make up the story the museum tells. 


Pierre S. duPont, president of the mu- 


seum's board of trustees and one of those 
who has been working on the project for 
nearly 20 years, explained the reasons 
for it: 


"Tho theme of the museum is the fact 


that the United Stales today — tho fab- 
ric of tho United States — is woven 
from a little piece hero, there and else- 
where contributed by these various Im- 
migrant groups." 


DuPonl sold tho idea for the museum 


came some 20 years ago from William E. 
Baldwin, a pioneer New York public re- 
lations man In tho 1020s and now a mu- 
seum trustee. 


IN 1051 THE American Museum of Im- 


migration, Inc.,'was formed and began 
to work on the museum — which meant 
everything from getting government coop- 
eration and a matching grant to solic- 
iting donations from corporations, foun- 
dations, labor unions, ethnic associations 
and individual people, right down to 
school children from as for away as 
Guam. 


The result was more than 10,000 dona- 


tions, which along with the government 
grant yielded between $4 and IS million. 
DuPont said It was difficult to arrive at 
tho exact amount spent on tho museum 
because tho government contribution 
also was spent on other work Involving 
tho Statue of Liberty - including finish- 
ing Its pedestal, something tho United 
Slates had never got around to doing.

Books I Have Liked 


by KAY MARSH 


(First of two parts) 


Who reads novels in the summer? Eru- 


dite book reviewers, apparently, If you 
can believe all their lists for "light sum- 
mer hammock reading" or whatever. 
Not that those of us who are Mostly 
Mothers havo anything against ham- 
mocks or reading. It's just that summer 
Is our busiest season, what with sweep- 
ing out sand, retrieving damp bathing 
suits and thinking up new reasons why 
the children can't sponsor a backyard 
carnival for charity. 


But then comes the changing of tho 


guard and the kids go back to school — 
finally. Hero In October, after you've 
conquered the urge to fall clean and be- 
fore you start Christmas shopping, is ev- 
ery mother's brief "off" season, and 
your best chance to read a book or so for 
fun. And hero to inspire you Is a list of 
novels that you might like to consider. 
Most are fairly recent; most are avail- 
able In paperback; and all these men- 
tioned today arc noteworthy from a 
woman's point of view. But what they 
really have In common is that 1 and one 
or more friends enjoyed reading them, 
and think that you might, too. 


1. "MRS. BENEKER" by Violet Wcin- 


gartcn (1967). Diamonds may be a 
girl's best friend, but most of us with a 
certain degree of maturity opt for Mrs. 
Bcnckcr In her protean roles as wife, 
mother, daughter and grandmother. Her 
problems are our problems, or at least 
they could be. Is it morally right to take 
hormone pills? Should she give her son's 
girl tho money for on abortion? When 
she has so much, why can't she enjoy it? 
Mrs. Benckcr seeks answers In an adult 
education class, but finds them mostly 
within herself. Meeting every crisis with 
charm, sympathy, strength and humor, 
Llla Bcncker triumphs in that she re- 
fuses to give in to despair or surrender 
to future shock. She is, in short, a he- 
roine: probably the only middle-aged one 
In current literature,' and certainly the 
warmest and tho funniest. If Mrs. Ben- 


ckcr lifts your spirits as she always docs 
mine, you might also enjoy reading the 
author's "A Loving Wife" (1969) and/or 
her latest, "A Woman of Feeling." 


2. "THEY" by Mnrya Mannes (1908). 


"Mrs. Bcnckcr" is a novel you read to 
cheer you up; "They" is not. This novel 
describes an imaginary near-future when 
"they" (the young) force everyone into 
retirement and exile at 50, cut off from 
any interchange with those under 50 (in- 
cluding their own children). Anyone who 
manages to live to 65 can choose self-dis- 
posal or compulsory liquidation. "They" 
tells of the final years of five creative old 
people, isolated from everybody except 
each other. The conjectures are fascinat- 
ing (if chilling) and the novel makes a 
passionate plea for the humanistic values 
many of us still cherish. 


3. "IN THIS SIGN" by Joanne Green- 


berg (1970) deals sensitively with yet an- 
other kind of segregation: the isolation of 
the deaf In a world of hearing. Abel and 
Janice Ryder were born deaf and com- 
municate by signing. But it is through 
their normal daughter, Margaret, that 
we share their struggles in our strange 
and hostile world. This is a con- 
sciousness-raising book in that you not 
only learn with your mind but also feel in 
your heart the special terrors, and the 
special strengths, of those who live their 
lives with all the terrifying sounds of si- 
lence. (You might also enjoy this au- 
thor's "I Never Promised You a Rose 
Garden" and' her ' recently published 
"Rites of Passage.1") 


4. "THE BELL JAR" by Sylvia Plath. 


Sylvia Plath Is, of course, the poet who 
is currently practically canonized by her 
ardent advocates. However, you don't 
have to be a feminist or a cultlst to find 
genius and a singular eloquence in her 
poems, or to appreciate this novel based 
on the author's own breakdown, suicide 
attempt and hospitallzation. First pub- 
lished shortly before Sylvia Plain's death 
by suicide In 1963, "The Bell Jar" offers, 
both a moving account of one young 
woman's tragedy and new Insights into 
the free-floating rage and despair that 


often seem so inexplicable in women who 
came of age in the frustrating '50s. 


5. "GOD IS AN ENGLISHMAN" by R. 


F. Delderfleld (1970). If by now you're in 
the mood for a good old-fashioned novel 
with action, suspense, romance, et cet- 
era, then treat yourself to this one. 
While most reviewers concentrate on 
Adam Swann's battles and success, 
you'll be just as fascinated with his wife. 
Though very much married and mater- 
nal, she somehow manages to achieve 
considerable autonomy and self-realiza- 
tion, even hi Victorian England. Ail of 
Deldcrfleld's novels that I've read, by 
the way, are well-written, tightly plotted 
and engrossing to read, Enjoy, enjoy!

JERSEY CITY, N.J. (UPI) - Jackie 


Oder, five feet three and 125 pounds, 
travels the open road with 72,000 pounds 
of gross weight as her responsibility. 


Mrs. Oder drives her own tractor-trail- 


er rig transcontinental^ solo except for 
a seven-pound dachshund companion and 
is one of the few women in this traditio- 
nally masculine world. 


"I haven't run into any resentment 


from men," she said. "There's a great 
fraternity among those on the road. The 
men know this is a tough job and I'm 
doing a good job." 


AS for that lightweight female pulling 


tons around, she said, "You don't need a 
lot of muscle, just tensile .strength. And I 
don't hustle freight. The terminals load 
my cargo." 


Even so, the statistics are amazing for 


the 48-ycar-bld woman who went Into 
truck driving three years ago to keep 
faith with her second huspand, Robert, 
an-Air Force career man Killed on his 
third tour in Vietnam. The couple had 
planned to become a driving team when 


he retired. 


MRS. ODER'S RIG, manufactured by 


White Motors, represents an investment 
of $45,500. It's 40 feet long, weighs 32,000 
pounds and can pack a,freight bad of 
40,000 pounds. 


We talked while her westbound cargo 


was being loaded at the Brady Motor- 
frate terminal in Jersey City. She has 
long term lease on her rig to Brady. The 
load headed to Omaha, Neb., was a mix- 
ture of commodities, but her West to 
East run from Omaha always is beef or 
pork, she said. 


Mrs. Oder logs about 12,000 miles per

Most truck stops realize this and 
are providing things like shower facil- 
ities for women too."

was born in China where her father was 
in the U.S. Navy. Leading the life of the 
military brat and later married into the 
military, she has lived all over the 
United States and western Europe. 


She studied law at the University of 


Madrid and also attended the University 
of Maryland and Central Tech in Kansas 
City. 


The driver is an expert horsewoman, 


used to drive racing cars, is a member 
of the International Sky Divers Associ- 
ation and she also motorcycles. 


"I met my second husband when I hit 


him with a motorbike in San Francisco," 
she recalled. "He stepped off a curb in 
my path." 


HIS DEATH in 1966 in Vietnam left her 


alone — four children from her two mar- 
riages are dead — except for her many 
interests and the promises to'him. that If 
anything happened she'd use some of the 
insurance to invest in a rig.

All of us experiment with the wide va- 


riety of "store-bought" coffeecakes, and 
many occasionally try our own kinds at 
home. Our daughter has come up with 
one of these that is admittedly rich, but 
worth forgetting one's diet for. Cream % 
pound of margarine (or butter) with 1 
cup of sugar. Add 2 eggs, one at a time, 
mixing all the while. Then add 1 cup of 
sour cream; 1 teaspoon baking soda; VA 
cups of flour sifted with 3 teaspoons of 
baking powder; and 2 teaspoons of vanil- 
la. 


Grease an 8x8 inch pan, at least 3 


inches high, or a more shallow 8x10. 
Pour half of the batter Into the pan and 
sprinkle with a mixture of % cup of fine- 
ly chopped nuts, % cup of sugar and 2 
teaspoons cinnamon — reserving about 
one-third for the final topping. Add re- 
maining batter, sprinkle with the re- 
served nut mixture and bake for 40 to 45 
minutes at 350 degrees.

Anxiety on an emotional basis 
for example, can cause severe diarrhea 
or constipation. Long standing anxiety 
can cause Increased add secretions in 
the stomach and lead to ulcers.

Somatic or medical illness can in turn 


cause anxiety. A person who has leu- 
kemia has every reason to have anxiety 
and so does the woman who has cancer 
of the breast. Then you have the problem 
of an individual who has severe heart 
disease caused by medical illness such 
as fatty deposits In the arteries to the 
heart. If he becomes angry during an 
emotional crisis, this can increase the 
work of his heart and cause other 
changes that may even cause a heart at- 
tack and has been known to cause death. 


Thus the term psychosomatic really 
means you just can't separate the mind 
from the body or the body from the 
mind.

He could hear 
tree* growing a mllo away, it seemed. 
And he could see right through a rocky 
mountain. Ho has the nerve of a Chinese 
bandit and ho can run like . . . well, like 
a deer. 
' 


But I'm quickly becoming convinced 


that the whltetall is smarter. 


I've nerer seen anything, except a cot- 


tonull rabbit, freeie so quickly and so 
surely as a whltetall who senses danger. 
Put a male deer and a whltetall side by 
side In an opening in a small stand of 
jackplne and two different things will 
happen U they hear a twig crack. 


The mule deer will make a tremendous 


leap into the nearest cover and continue 
smashing through it, bulldozing his way 
to safety. And you can be mounted on 
Citation and you're not going to ever sec 
him again. You might track a herd of 
mutes, but If you set out after a spooked 
single, you'll just bo kidding yourself. 


The whltctail, though, In that same sit- 


uation, will freeze. Rabblt-llko, there 
won't bo a twitch of a hair and unless 
you're a very experienced hunter with 
equally experienced eyes and patience, 
you're not likely to sco him. 


Every year thousands of hunters re- 


turn homo from the "wilds" of Wisconsin 
and Illinois, reporting not a deer to bo 
seen anywhere. "Hunted out," they will 
toll you. 


Game managers and wardens tell a 


different set of stories: 


The Cunlno Wildlife Experiment Sta- 


tion In Michigan held a "tight hunting" 
experiment. Six veteran hunters and 39 
deer (seven bucks) were pitied against 
each other In one square mile sur- 
rounded by deer-proof fencing. It took 
four days before one bock was seen! 


During the next four years, In the 


same area the herd grew in numbers, 
but the best sighting record by experi- 
enced stalkers was 14 hours to get within 
shooting range of any doer ... and 51 
hours to locate ono buck! 


In South Dakota, a radio transmitter 


was attached to a buck along with long 
orange streamers through Its cor tags. 
Hunters sent into the area saw no trace 
of the buck for seven days, yet many of 
them passed within 40 yards of him.

His Hole-ln-Onc 


"I couldn't bcllevo It was happening to 


me." 
That's Jim Trusk of Mount Prospect 


talking. 
Last Saturday, Jim drilled his first 


hold-uvono ever Into the circular target 
on the fourth hole of the "Briar Patch" 
at Lake Geneva, Wls., Playboy Club. 


The fourth holo is 170 yards long. Jim 


used a six Iron. 


He'd come close before In 10 years of 


golfing — " like two or three feet." 


Oh, yes, Jim's score? 
"I'd tell you U you wouldn't print It," 


Jim said. 
v. Jim, we'd have to print it. 


Guided by the radio receiver, drives 
wero made to push the buck out into the 
'open — no deer. Finally, using the radio 
again,, a bush-by-bush search was con- 
ducted all morning and afternoon — no 
deer. Just as they were going to give up 
the whole thing, tho buck was found by a 
scorcher who nearly stepped on him cur- 
led up under a bush. Nine days elapsed 
time since release. 


Hunters always have tales to tell of the 


doer that "just'appeared .out of no- 
where," "that disappeared without seem- 
ing to move," or that was "nothing but a 
flash of white In the brush." 
• Last season a warden was watching 
with binoculars a deer that had bedded 
down in tho middle of a strip of corn. A 
group of .hunters appeared and fanned 
out to drive tho corn strip, walking down 
tho rows. Ono hunter was on a course 
that would take him right to tho resting 
deer. The warden saw the buck's horns 
rise, although tho hunters didn't. He fig- 
ured the buck was set to take off well 
ahead of the-huntcrs. However, the deer 
simply moved over a few rows and lay 
down again. The warden said he was 
doubly astonished, though, when, after 
the hunter walked right by. him, the deer 
had tho audacity to get up and go back 
to Its original bed right behind the stalk- 
ing hunter. 


Whether you call them stealthy or 


sneaky or smart, ono thing Is certain, 
they are apparently capable of living 
very well In areas that don't make it es- 
pecially easy for them. 


I can remember hunting mule deer and 


spending almost as much time listening 
as we spent looking. But I also can re- 
member fishing from the bank.of tho 
Pcshtigo River last fall and seeing a 
deer walk quite calmly within a long east 
of my fly rod. What ,was astounding is 
that although tlic ground was covered 
with dry leaves and other windfall, the 
white tall made not a sound as she 
passed. 


After she'd mndo her way casually 


back Into the timber I walked over and 
looked at the tracks, partly just to prove 
to myself that the silent deer had really 
been there. The tracks were all care- 
fully put down on moist ground between 
the loaves and the broken twigs and 
branches. .That dcor would have made a 
Cheyenne Indian feel like a klutz when it 
camo to silent travel. 


It's hard to belicvo a deer can really 


bo that stealthy, but it was made clear to 
me as never before, when, as a guest 
along with a group of other writers we 
watched a whltetall buck put his bolly 
right down on the ground and with his 
head and tall down ho crawled through 
what seemed like no more than a foot or 
two of brush, silently, right past a stand 
of hunters who wero armed to the teeth. 
They had cleverly placed their stand so 
that a deer would walk out of timber on 
ono side, into the "open" low brush area, 
toward timber on the other side. 


From our fire tower observation point 


wo watched that buck "slither" through 
tho brush as tho hunters appeared to be 
studiously scanning their area for tho 
slightest sign of deer. 


They didn't oven hear him, they told us 


later.

izations will bo Invited to send represen- 
tatives to a meeting next month to help 
set up o volunteer blood donor program 
In the village. 


'Village Trustee Nnncl Vandcnvccl said 
Monday her committee has been in- 
vostlgatlng the possibility of setting up a 


' blood "Insurance" program to cover the 
needs of the village. She said the various 
programs offered will be presented at 
the meeting to see how much Interest 
and support could bo generated by the 
clubs. 


"A community-wide blood donor plan 


will take a lot of work, and wo hope to 
find out at.thc meeting how receptive the 
service clubs and churches would be to 
such a program and how willing they arc 
to work to support It," Mrs. Vandcrweel 
said. 


She said a coordinator would be needed 


to run the program and 40-50 more per- 
sons would be required to canvass the 
village on a continuous basis for volun- 
teer donors. 


IF HIE GROUPS don't indicate they 


would bo willing to work for a commu- 
nity plan, then the committee would try 
to disseminate Information about group, 
family and Individual blood plans to resi- 
dents of the village through the mall, she 


A 4 per cent community plan offered 


by the North Suburban Association for 
Health Resources has received particular 
attention by the committee. Under the 


plan If 4 per cent of the total population 
of Elk Grovo Village gives blood, the 
blood needs of the entire village would be 
covered. 


Mrs. Vandcrweel noted that the $23 


processing fee for preparing blood for 
human consumption Is not covered by 
the North Suburban Association plan, but 
a bill signed recently by Gov. Richard 
Ogilvlo now requires Insurance carriers 
to pay the processing cost. She said an 
advantage of the 4 per cent plan is that it 
covers hemophiliacs and cancer patients 
Immediately without requiring a one- 
year walling period as In some pro- 
grams. 


The North Suburban Association also 


offers a 20 per cent group plan for clubs 
and organizations and an individual plan. 


ANOTHER ALTERNATIVE discussed 


by the committee was the Cooperative 
Blood Replacement Plan. It offers no 
community or group programs but docs 
have Individual and family coverage 
which is free whether or not the partici- 
pants hold health Insurance. 


Mrs. Vandcrweel said the volunteer 


blood plans are a step toward hospitals 
using all volunteer blood instead of paid- 
donor blood In which there is more of a 
risk from hepatitis. 


A new state law requires all blood to 


be labeled as volunteer or paid blood and 
more volunteers are needed to avoid 
shortages. Mrs. Vandcrweel said the 
blood donor plans that will bo presented 
at the meeting have been devised to en- 
courage more volunteer donors.

80% Polled Agree Overpopulation Is Problem 


Eighty per cent of the residents polled 


In Elk Grove Village and Arlington 
Heights think there Is an overpopulation 
problem In the United States, and 67 per 
cent think the quality of the environment 
Is worse than it was 10 years ago. 


The figures were contained in a 10- 


qucstlon survey conducted In the two vil- 
lages by tho Northwest Suburban chapter 
of Zero Population Growth (ZPG). The 
survey, done during August and Septem- 
ber, polled 200 persons in each village to 
measure opinions and knowledge of sub- 
urban residents concerning population 
and environmental problems. 


A survey of 200 residents in Hoffman 


Estates is planned later in the month. 


JIM PETERSON, ZPG publicity chair- 


man, said the 80 per cent figure for 
people who think there is an over- 
population problem Is about the national 
average. The 20 per cent who do not feel 


there Is a problem, "don't relate what 
happens to them every day to the popu- 
lation problem," said Peterson. 


"They get caught in a traffic jam 


wonder why more roads are not being 
built. "They don't realize that the In- 
creased population keeps putting more 
cars on the road." 


• Peterson said 
the survey showed 


people were "very lacking" in informa- 
tion on relation of population to pollution 
and the demands growing population 
puts on natural resources. 


On the question of natural gas supplies 


In the United States, 51 per cent of those 
responding said the natural gas supplies 
In the United States would test another 
50 years and 16 per cent thought the sup- 
plies would last for 100 years. 


But according to the National .Wildlife 


Fedcratlon,"the supplies of natural gas 


will last for only another 13 years. 


OF THOSE ANSWERING the survey, 


78 per cent said that if all families in the 
United States had only two children, the 
U.S. population would stop growing with- 
in 25 years." 


Of the 78 per cent, 17 per cent thought 


the population would stop growing imme- 
diately. 


Peterson 
said this question also 


showed that the general public Is not 
aware of the rapid population growth in 
the United States. ZPG estimates that 
because of the large number of persons 
born In the post-World. War II "baby 
boom" if each family had only two chil- 
dren, the U.S. population would not stabi- 
lize until the year 2037, approximated 70 
years from now. This stabilization esti- 
mate only counts people now living In the 
United States. It does not Include people 


who may immigrate to the country. 


The population is expected to stabilize 


at 276 million. The U.S. population is now 
approximately 210 million. 


BECAUSE OF THE large number of 


young people at the child-bearing age, 
every family would have to limit itself to 
one child for the population growth to 
stop immediately. 


Peterson said data from the survey 


will be used by'ZPG and other local 
groups which are concerned with popu- 
lation and pollution problems to direct 
their efforts in educating people and 
planning other action. 


A public meeting with a display of the 


survey results plus a panel discussion by 
representatives 
of various population 


control and anti-pollution organizations is 
planned by ZPG In early November at 
Harper College. 


Teachers Win 
Pay Dispute 
Over Holiday 


A grievance over Fourth of July holi- 


day pay for last year's summer school 
teachers in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
was settled at Monday's school board 
meeting. 


The grievance centered on whether 


teachers were to be paid for July 5,1971. 
The teachers did not work that day be- 
cause the Fourth of July was on a Sun- 
day last year and the schools were 
closed the following Monday. . 


The board unanimously agreed to fol- 


low an arbitrator's recommendation that 
the teachers be paid for the day. In rec- 
ommending that payment be made, the 
arbitrator said that failure to pay for the 
day was .in violation of the working 
agreement between the teachers and the 
district. 


Albeon Waltman, assistant superin-

Dist. 59 Teachers Council, said of the de- 
cision, "We're happy." 


Scarpelli said it would be the district's 


responsibility to locate teachers who 
worked during summer, 1971, but have 
since left the district.

Action on recommended changes for 


school boundaries In Elk Grove Township 
School Dist. 59 will tako place during tho 
Oct. IB meeting of tho school board, at 
tho earliest. 


The board was given the official report 


from tho special committee on attend- 
ance boundaries at Its regular meeting 
Monday evening. 


Richard Ward, chairman of the com- 


mittee, gavo a 45-minuto presentation to 
tho board, summarizing tho committee's 
recommendations. 


Harry Peterson, president of tho school 


board, said the board would tako no ac- 
tion on tho recommendations until board 
members have had time to study tho re- 
port. 


Word said he and other members of 


the committee would be willing to return 
to answer questions board members 
might have at future meetings. 


Thomas Flnncgan, spokesman for resi- 


dents of Diamond Point housing devel- 
opment in Mount Prospect; Charles Pos, 
vice president of tho Diamond Point de- 
velopers; and Fred Schuster, spokesman 
for tho residents of Elk Grove Estates 
development, were among the 30 persons 
in tho audience. 


Flnncgan, Pos and Schuster were tho 


most vocal critics of the original recom- 
mendations of tho committee which af- 
fected their housing areas. 


Following lengthy discussion with tho 


residents of Diamond Point and Elk 
Grove Estates, the committee modified 
their earlier recommendations for these 
areas to tho satisfaction of tho residents. 


Flnncgan and Schuster said they would 


attend future board meetings when tho 
committee recommendations would be 
acted on. 


Schuster said ho would also offer other 


suggestions to the board In addition to 
possible boundary changes. These would 
include a recommendation that tho ele- 
mentary school In tho Elk Grove Estates 
area, Cook School, be made a K-3 build- 
ing. 


Cook School Is now a K-5 school, as arc 


all other elementary schools in the dis- 
trict. 


The boundary committee was formed 


In April to study present and expected 
student population at schools throughout 
the district. Tho committee was ordered 
to m a k e recommended 
boundary 


changes to avoid possible overcrowding 
at various schools. 


Tho committee's final recommenda- 


tions affected Cook, Salt Check, Dyrd, 
Clcarmont, Grant Wood, Frost, Brent- 
wood, High Ridgo Knolls, Forest View, 
John Jay schools and Lively, Dempster, 
Holmes and Friendship junior high 
schools. 


zcr has worked extensively to change 
the math curriculum to make It more 
meaningful to the students and improve 
their skills, said Wayne Schalble, super- 
intendent 


"Among the changes In the curriculum 


the increased use of manipulative mate- 
rials has been one of the roost Important. 
The use of objects'by the young learner 
to learn math concepts Is related to the 
way children learn," said Seltzer. 


Among tho more significant materials 


used is the rod measurement program 
Seltzer started in grades one and two. 
The program has won national recogni- 
tion. 


Committees of teachers and Seltzer 


have written two workbooks now used'in 
Dist. 54 programs. 


Under his direction increases in-ser- 


vice training workshops in mathematics 
for classroom teachers have been sched- 
uled on a regular basis. The schools also 
have arranged with National College of 
Evanston a program where teachers 
may enroll to earn 12 semester hours of 
graduate credit. 


SELTZER ALSO DEVELOPED a com- 


plete reference file that ties together the 
objectives and materials used to teach 
mathematics ^objectives. Committees of 
teachers and Soltzcr worked during three 
summer curriculum projects to develop 
these performance objectives, for die to- 


tal math program from kindergarten 
through grade eight. 


Seltzer said almost all changes in 


mathematics have been directed toward 
a more individualized math program for 
each child. 


"Our biggest objective is to humanize 


the curriculum and make it more real 
for the student. More input hi all curricu- 
lum areas by parents, teachers and ad- 
ministrators Is needed and will be sought 
by me," he added. . 


Seltzer Is active m the Illinois Council 


of Teachers of Mathematics presently 
serving as State Council Program Chair- 
man, ah well as participating at national 
meetings of the mathematics teachers. , 


Schaumburg Totvnship Teacher Talks 
Schools Offer To Hike Base Pay 


Negotiators for the High School Dist. 


211 Board of Education Monday night of- 
fered to raise the base pay for teachers 
by $200, to $8,500. 


The proposal would mean proportional 


raises for more experienced teachers. 
Top pay under tho new proposal, after 16 
years' experience, would be $18,062, an 
increase of the present top pay of $17,600. 


In making the offer, the board negotia- 


tors rejected a proposal made by the dis- 
trict's education association last week 
which would have frozen the base pay at 
its present level of $8,300. The associ- 


ation offer, however, meant larger raises 
for more experienced teachers, with top 
pay after 16 years set at $18,560. 


BOARD PRES. Robert Creek said the 


board was rejecting the association pro- 
posal because of a "philosophical posi- 
tion" that the salary proposed for begin- 
ning teachers with masters' degrees is 
too high and because the top salary 
would bo more than twice the amount 
made by a beginning teacher. 


Under the association proposal, a be- 


ginning teacher with a master's degree 
would have made 16 per cent more than

Schaumburg Hospital 


Civic leaders In Schaumburg will soon 


be approached for an Indication of their 
willingness to donate 14 million toward 
the proposed Schaumburg branch of 
Rush Prcsbytcrlan-St. Luke's Medical 
Center. 


The Chicago-based hosoltal contracted 


last week with a consulting firm to study 
feasibility of a $4 million contribution to- 
ward construction and equipping the 
Schaumburg facility. Conducting the 
study will be John Grcnzebach & Associ- 
ates, Inc., Chicago. 


Also, a director for the planned hospi- 


tal is to be named within days. The di- 
rector, who will be charged with coordi- 
nating activities leading to construction 
and occupancy, has been chosen, al- 
though a hospital spokesman Monday de- 
clined to reveal tho Identity. The director 
and his background will bo announced 
"probably sometime this week," the 
spokesman said. 


According to the original hospital plan 


announcement, Schaumburg is to finance 
one-third of tho facility costs, with Rush 
Prcsbytcrian-St. Luke's contributing the 
remainder. Total estimated costs are

THE SCIIAUMBURG hospital, a 200- 


bcd facility, is to be built on a 20-ncre 
site south of Schaumburg Road donated 
by A. Harold Anderson of J. EmH Ander- 
son & Sons, with construction over a 
three-year period. The Rush Presby- 
terian spokesman said actual construc- 
tion is "contingent on community sup- 
port." 


Concerning the study, the spokesman

No Hitch Expected In Blood 
Labeling Law At Hospital 


No immediate effect is anticipated at 


Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights from a new Illinois law 
requiring blood to be labelled "volun- 
teer" or "purchased." 


"We draw close to all the blood we 


need right here (at the hospital)," ex- 
plained Jack Ryon, public relations di- 
rector for the hospital. Since very little 
"purchased" blood is used at the hospi- 
tal, Ryon expects the new labelling 
procedures to have little effect. 


Not all hospitals are able to rely on 


donor blood to meet their needs. It is 
estimated that 40 per cent of the total 
blood supply in the Chicago area comes 
from paid donors. 


By requiring blood to be labelled, offi- 


cials assume many physicians will avoid 
using "purchased" blood because of fu- 
ture liabilities. Ryon said certain dis- 
eases are not detectable hi blood and the 
word of the donor has to be relied upon. 
It is believed volunteers would have less 
reason to cover up their past diseases 
than donors who are receiving money for 
their blood. 


"THIS DOES not guarantee the blood 


will be disease free but the probability of 
disease is less," explained Ryon. 


Two incentive programs are used to 


obtain "volunteer" blood. First, if a per- 
son joins the Cooperative Blood Replace- 
ment Plan, by giving one pint of blood, 
he protects himself and his family for 
one year, himself and his wife for two 
years or only himself for four years. 


Second is a replacement program. 


Since most medical insurance policies do 
not cover the cost of blood, a patient re- 
ceiving blood may have friends and rela- 
tives donate the blood in his name. His 
bill then Is discounted proportionately. 


With the passage of the new law, the 


replacement program has been changed 
to make replacement donors members of 
the Cooperative Blood Replacement Plan 
and eligible for blood at no cost to them 
or their family for six months. 


Ryon said a list of donors with rare 


types of blood is kept on file. Blood out- 
dates itself in 21 days so rather than 
draw a rare type of blood and possibly 
have to throw it out, we wait until it is 
needed, he explained. 


School Enrollment Increases 


The 14,570 students in Schaumburg 


Township School Dist. 54 place it as the 
largest elementary school district in 
Cook County outside of Chicago. 


This is the second year in a row the 


district holds the position, said Milt Derr, 
assistant superintendent. 


Though the number of additional stu- 


dents is not as large as last year a 
steady enrollment increase continues to 
place Dlst. 54 as the largest, he added. 


The increase of 924 children over the 


13,646 in the schools one year ago, shows 
a 6.8 per cent increase compared with 
last year's increase of 1,090 students. 


Continued new building construction 


with the John Muir School opening In Au- 
gust and the eight-room addition to the 
Hanover Highlands School made it pos- 
sible for the schools to open with no chil- 
dren on double shift schedule, said Derr. 


Largest enrollment of district 54's 22 


schools is the Jane Addams Junior High 
School with 1,243 students. Addams had 
590 seventh grade and 456 eighth grade 
students. Included are 172 sixth grade 
students and 25 students enrolled hi spe- 


cial classes. 


Second largest of the schools is the 


Anne Fox School with 897 children. Other 
schools and their enrollments are: Dr. 
Thomas Dooley, 872; Nathan Hale, 870; 
Robert Frost Junior High School, 837; 
Winston Churchill, 835; Hanover High* 
lands, 790; Helen Keller Junior High 
School, 789; Douglas MacArthur, 760;

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Schanmburg Willing To 
Build Dam At Woodfield

Schaunuburg Mayor Robert Atchcr sold 


yesterday the Village of Schauraburg Is 
willing to build a dam across the Wood- 
field Mall drainage ditch to retard the 
flow of storm water to Salt Creek. 


The Herald disclosed Monday that mfl. 


Uons of gallons of water were draining 
from the shopping center 
virtually 


unobstructed to the creek during heavy 
storms. 


Atcher said the dam would consist of a 


pair of concrete culverts under a raised 
swale. The culverts would cut across/the 
drainage ditch and temporarily hold 
back water in a natural retention area in 
tbo Ned Brown Forest Preserve. 


The location of the dam, would corre- 


spond with Blsner Road if it were ex- 
tended north across Hlgglna Road, he 
sold. 


ATC1IER SAID the road would be built 


up with clay and dirt and would act as a 
barrier to- water running east across the 
forest preserve from Interstate 90 to Salt 
Creek. 


The two culverts under the road would 


serve to regulate the flow of water to the 
creek. 


Atcher said an earlier Bisner Rbad 


dam across the ditch bad apparently 
been destroyed by someone who had cut 
a channel through it allowing the water 
to flow unobstructed to the creek. 


He declined to speculate on who might 


have cut through the dam. The mayor, 
however, said earlier he had checked the 
dam and found it Intact. 


An Inspection by Herald reporters re- 


vealed that the only apparent barrier be- 
tween 1-90 and the creek was a low natu- 
ral sandbar. 


Atcher sold if the forest preserve dis- 


trict agreed, it would be relatively easy 
JOT the Village of Schaumburg to main- 
tain the Blsner Road dam since It is al- 
ready responsible for maintaining the 
drainage ditch.

The village has both the dirt and tho' 


culverts necessary for the project, he 
said, adding that tho dam could be built 
at relatively little cost.

Plan To Do Work This Year 
Open Bids Oct. 16 On First 
Part Of Battle On Floods 


Bids will bo opened Oct. 10 for Iho first 


part of Wheeling's plan to reduce flood- 
ing In the village. Officials hope work on 
tha project will bo completed before the 
ground freezes. 


Engineering plans for additional sewer 


lines In Iho Anthony Road-Robert Avenue 
area have been completed by Village 
Eng. Larry Oppcnhclmcr. To speed the 
bidding process, the village will now 
send specifications for the project to sev- 
eral firms, In addition to publishing the 
Information In the newspaper. 


Plans for the project call for the In- 


stallation of a 24-inch pipe along Robert 
Avenue starting from the open field be- 
hind that street. At Anthony Road an ad- 
ditional catch basin will be Installed. The 


basin and the pipe will connect to a 36- 
Inch pipe running from Anthony into the 
Husky Park retention basin. 


The new sewer lines will be Installed 


beneath the street instead of the park- 
way to prevent damage to the trees on 
the parkways. 


ACCORDING TO Trustee Bill Heln, the 


new pipes will double tho capacity of the 
sewer system. Currently there Is only a 
12-Inch pipe running from the field, 
which connects with n 36-inch pipe run- 
ning Into the retention basin. 


The flooding In the area Is reportedly 


caused because the pipes arc not large 
enough to handle run-off from the field 
and the streets. Water in the sewers of- 
ten backs up onto the street In this area. 


Other facets of the flood control im- 


provements are also being explored. At a 
committee meeting of the village board 
Monday night, the trustees decided to in- 
vite a dredging' company to make a 
study to determine If it is possible to 
•dredge the-Wheeling Drainage Ditch 
without removing the trees. 


Improvements to the creek are consid- 


ered an essential part of any flood con- 
trol program. The village, however, halt- 
ed plans to widen and dredge the creek 
this spring when Wheeling residents pro- 
tested cutting down the large trees along 
the creek to widen the stream bed. 


Heln said he hoped the dredging com- 


pany would find some way to dredge the 
creek without removing most of the trees 
along its banks. 


THE TRUSTEES also discussed the 


use of throttling devices to control the 
amount of water flowing into the reten- 
tion basins. Such devices would close 
down sewer pipes to prevent water from 
areas that do not flood from filling the 
basins, thus preventing drainage from 
flooded areas. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt explained 


that the village already makes use of the • 
throttling idea, "but less scientifically." 


A misprint in the recent village news- 


letter caused some confusion at the com- 
mittee meeting. In an explanation of 
flood control Improvements for the Duiv; 
hurst area, the newsletter said the pro]- 
•cct would take 24 months. Actually, the 
estimated time for the Installation of ad- 
ditional sewer lines In the area is two to 
four months.

On Sept. 15, supervisors of six town- 


ships, Palatine, Wheeling, Elk Grove, 
Schaumburg, Barrington and Hanover, in 
a joint statement offered township per- 
sonnel and facilities for the food stamp 
program. The supervisor's action was tab- 
taken after the close of food stamps fa- 
cilities In the Northwest suburbs by the 
county aid department in April.

THE FOOD STAMP office had been lo- 


cated In the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter.BaUew said of the townships' proposal: 
"They are asking for their people to be 
authorized to handle food stamp appli- 
cations and distribution. They can't do 
this under state and federal regulations. 
We (the county) can't approve their 
request. They should know this," said 
Ballew. 


Bernle Lee, Elk Grove Township audi- 


tor, said that WlUiam Rohlwing, township 
supervisor, waas going to contact Ballew 
to discuss the township's offer. 


"We ar trying, to arrange a meeting 


sometime this week," said Lee. 


Ballew said, "I wUl be-glad to meet 


with them at a mutually convenient time. 
I wiU discuss with them whenever they 
are ready, but what they are asking for 
is contrary to regulations." 


When the township supervisors' state- 


ment was released, Lee said he under- 
stood that the operation at the northwest 
Opportunity Center had limited facilities 
for the food stamp operation. 


"THEY COULD only handle 20 cases 


on the one day each week the casewor- 
kers were there," said Lee. "If you were 
number 21, you had to wait a week." 


BaUew said the only two caseworkers 


wiU be operating from the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center when the food stamp 
program reopens. He caUed the facilities 
"extremely limited." 


No Hitch Expected In Blood Labeling Law At Hospital 


No immediate effect is anticipated at 


Northwest Community Hospital In Ar- 
lington Heights from a new Illinois law 
requiring blood to be labelled "volun- 
teer"'or "purchased." 


"We draw close to all the blood we 


need, right here (at the hospital)," ex- 
plained Jack Ryon, public relations di- 
rector for the hospital. Since very little 
"purchased" blood is used at the hospi- 
tal, Ryon expects the new labelling 
procedures to have little effect. 


Not all hospitals are able to rely on 


donor blood to meet their needs. It is 


estimated that 40 per cent of the total 
blood supply in the Chicago area comes 
from paid donors. 


By, requiring blood to be labelled, offi- 


cials assume many physicians will avoid 
using "purchased" blood because of fu- 
ture liabilities. Ryon said certain dis- 
eases are not detectable in blood and the 
word of the donor has to be relied upon. 
It is believed volunteers would have less 
reason to cover up their past diseases 
than donors who are receiving money for 
their blood. 
' 


"THIS DOES not guarantee the blood 


will be disease free but the probability of 
disease is less," explained Ryon. 


Two incentive programs ,are used to 


obtain "volunteer" blood. First, If a per- 
son joins the Cooperative Blood Replace- 
ment Plan, by giving one pint of blood, 
he protects himself and his family .for 
one year, himself and his wife for two 
years or only himself for four years! 


Second is a replacement program. 


Since most medical insurance policies do 
not cover the cost of blood, a patient re- 
ceiving blood may have friends and rela- 


tives donate the blood in his name. His 
bill then is discounted proportionately. 


With the passage of the new law, the 


replacement program has been changed7 
to make replacement donors members of 
the Cooperative Blood Replacement Plan 
and eligible for blood at no cost to them 
or their family for six months. 


Ryon said a list of donors with rare 


types of blood is kept on file. Blood out- 
dates itself hi 21 days so rather than 
draw a rare type of blood and possibly, 
have to throw it out, we wait until it is 
needed, he explained.

In Wheeling?

Government seems to have a way of 


•operating iUelf from the public occa- 
slonally. Instead of a government OF the 
people, it becomes a government ABOVE 
the people. 


Resident* of Wheeling should know 


what this means. It certainly applies to 
them and their government. 


The little group in the municipal build- 


ing at 251 W. Dundee. Rd. operates 
smoothly within its own circle, but out- 
siders may find themselves hopelessly In 
the dork. 


Take, for example, the salaries of the 


top village employes, Including village 
Mgr. George Pnssolt. Tho citizens,

through taxation, pay the salaries of 
these men, but are unable to find out 
what the salaries are. It means that em- 
ployes set their own pay and won't tell 
their "employers" what they are being 
paid. 


When asked by the Herald for a list of 


the salaries for top employes, and a 
scale for other employes, Passolt 
hedged. Ho said it would make his job 
more difficult If his employes know each 
other's salaries. 


It has now been more than two weeks 


ilnco the request for the salaries was 
made. If it takes that long for a news- 
paper, what about an individual citizen 
who might make such a request? 


THE REQUEST is not out of line, in 


keeping with what is normally called 
public records. But Passolt and his 
friends evidently don't understand that 
term at all. 


The figures should be in the village 


hall, but Passolt said he would have to 
"check with his board" before releasing 
the Information. As If he had a choice. 
After two weeks of checking, the figures 
are still not available. 
, 


Last year, the Herald made the same- 


request, and almost had to resort to legal 
action to obtain the Information. 


This is not an isolated case. It took at 


least three weeks to obtain a list of li- 
quor license holders in the village. 
Again, public records, but again, they 
had to "check" before releasing them. 
Employes also wanted to know why the 
Herald wanted the figures. Whatever the 
reason, It doesn't change the status of 
public information. 


Would you like to know who has busi- 


ness licenses hi the village? That takes 
at least a week, and the same query — 
"Why do you want It?" 


Village government is supposed to be 


an open book, but in Wheeling the book is 
locked, cither through Intent or igno- 
rance. It is time for village officials to 
answer to the public for what the public 
finances. Government is not a private 
business, and is thus not entitled to cer- 
tain privacies, such as salaries. 


FOR EXAMPLE, salaries of your 


school administrators and teachers are 
public, and they are in a less com- 
promising position than government. 


If Passolt Is indeed the executive em- 


ploye of the village, why doesn't he seem 
to have the power to release public 
records, which by rights should be able 
to be released by any clerk? Why is 
there always "checking to be done?" 


Ask around at other villages, and you 


will find the village manager's position a 
much stronger one, Indeed. Why the 
weakness in Wheeling?

Study Shows Landfill Land Needed 


Since 1966 when development of a land- 


fill in Arlington Heights was first consid- 
ered, $18,300 has been spent on engineer- 
ing studies of the site. 


At least three reports on the area have 


also been completed by the village ad- 
ministration, one of which took six 
months to complete. Another study on 
solid waste disposal, recently completed 
by the 7-mnn Arlington Helghty Environ- 
mental Control Commission took a year 
and $35.99 of expenses — mostly in tele- 
phone calls. 


The result of all the work and money 


dredged into the 56-ncre landfill Is the 
conclusion that more land is needed. 


The village administration feels that 


more land is needed to be used for in- 
cinerator residue. In the January of 1971, 
solid waste disposal report, the village 
recommended o $4.5 million Incinerator 
be built at the landfill site. 


THE ECC, on the other hand, using 


much of tho same information and stud- 
ies used by the village, concluded that 
more land is needed at the landfill site to 
continue the present operation. The com- 
mission report also suggests further 
compaction and recontouring of the gar- 
bage. 


The village board has 
tentatively 


agreed to purchase more land for the 
landfill operation and defer the decision 
on the incinerator recommendation by 
tho village administration. 


The decision to defer action on the pro- 


posed incinerator should prompt rest- 
'dents of Buffalo Grove to breathe a col- 
lective sigh of relief. They have been 
against the incinerator proposal since it 
was first suggested in a $4,000 engineer- 
ing study in May of 1971. They have also 
been against the landfill since it was pro- 
posed in 1966 because of possible air and 


Landfill Expansion May 
Delay Incinerator Plan 


Expanding the Arlington Heights land- 


fill could forestall, for as long as six 
years, a decision on building a village- 
operated incinerator, Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson said Monday. 


The village board, at a recent meeting, 


Instructed Hanson to look into acquiring 
additional property west and north of the 
existing landfill. 


Hanson aaid that about 100 acres of 


land are under consideration, which, if 
acquired, would triple the area of village 
landfill. 


The additional land would add at least 


six years to the life of existing village- 
landfill operations, he said. 


Last January the village adminis- 


tration recommended' construction of a 
600-ton capacity Incinerator at the land- 
fill to head off what it saw as an Immi- 
nent solid waste disposal crisis. 


The controversial recommendation

(ECC) and outside consultants. 


TWO WEEKS AGO the ECC finished 


'its year-long study of village solid waste 
isposal and concluded that Arlington 
Heights should not build an incinerator 
at this time. 


Expanding the landfill probably will 


postpone action on the incinerator pro- 
posal but eventually an Incinerator will 
be needed, Hanson says. 


"We're going to have both — an In- 


cinerator and a landfill — unless some- 
thing miraculous happens," he said. 


In its report, the ECC pointed to rapid- 


ly advancing technology hi the field of 
solid waste disposal but Hanson says he 
is not convinced that revolutionary waste 
disposal technology will develop in the 
near future. 


"It hasn't happened since I started 


looking at garbage disposal two yers ago. 
The technology everybody talks about 
isn't just around the corner," he said. 


The administration has determined 


that additional land is available west and 
possibly north of the existing landfill but, 
Hanson says, there are no other suitable 
sites within the village limits. 


COST. OF THE additional land has 


been estimated at about $12,000 per acre. 


"Running a landfill is cheaper than 


running an incinerator," Hanson says, 
adding that the village probably will con- 
tinue to use landfill for as long as pos- 
sible.1" 


But delaying construction of an in- 


cinerator has a price of its own. 


In its January report, the adminis- 


tration estimated that an incinerator 
large enough to handle Arlington Heights 
solid waste would cost $4.5 million. That 
cost, Hanson says, is almost certain to 
increase with time.

The village went ahead with plans to 


buy the land on Nichols Road, in 
January, 1967, when Consoer-Townsend 
Engineers did a feasibility study of the 
former gravel pit and said it would be a 
good place for a landfill. The study said 
the area would last for 10 years, until 
1977. 


The village purchased the land hi No- 


vember, 1967, for $300,000. It cost about 
$150,000 to develop the and for landfllling 
purposes. 


In March, 1968, the landfill opened. At 


that time a feasibility study by John 
Schaeffer, a University of Chicago water 
expert, said the site would last until 1985 
if the garbage was compacted properly. 
He also said the village could sell gravel 
from the site, since it was a former 
gravel pit. The study cost $5,000. 


SCHAEFFER ALSO cited errors in the 


Consoer Townsend report and said the 
report was "very conservative and 
unimaginative." 


In 1971, Melbourne A. Noel, a con- 


sulting engineer, was called in to look at 
the landfill site, then it became evident 
that the area was filling up fast. For 
$4,000, Noel told the village that the area 
would be filled by 1977, and that "on in- 
cinerator is an economic necessity," and 
"the need for this facility is urgent and 
its building should be implemented as 
soon as possible," 


According to the Harza Engineering 


Co. in a $7,000 study completed on Sept. 
7, the landfill will last only 1.5 addition- 
al years if the area is developed accord- 
ing to present plans. The engineering 
firm also said the site as it exists now 
could hold up to 13 more years of gar- 
bage at an elevation of not over 780 feet 
above sea level (about 60 feet above 
ground level). , 


The village, along with the park dis- 


trict, however, hope to use the area for a 
park when the site Is filled to capacity 
with garbage. Tentative plans call for 
tennis courts, a ski slope and an outdoor 
amphitheater at the site. If the 13-year 
plans are followed, the pyramid-shaped 
hill will not be suitable for a recreation 
facUity, according to village and park of- 
ficials. 


Police Act 
To Halt Radio 
Interference 


On Sunday, Hillside Patrolman Antho- 


ny Raymond stopped a suspicious car 
and gave the license'plate number by 
radio to his headquarters. But that radio 
message was interrupted by another de- 
partment's call and since then Raymond 
has disappeared, apparently kidnaped by 
the men he had stopped. 


If Raymond's call had not been inter- 


rupted, police would have had a strong 
lead to follow. Instead, all they have is 
"Double L 5" and "Something don't look- 
right." 


The problem in the Hillside case was 


an overcrowded police radio channel, one 
that serves 22 suburban police forces. A 
similar problem exists in the Northwest 
suburban area but ut least four commu- 
nities have acted to solve their part of 
the problem. 


AT MIDNIGHT ON Oct. 21 a central 


dispatch police radio system for Mount 
Prospect, Arlington Heights, and Elk 
Grove Village will begin operation. Buf- 
falo Grove officials are seeking to join 
the group. 


A primary purpose behind the new sys- 


tem is to eliminate overlapping mes- 
sages on the radio frequency. 


Currently, the three towns share a fre- 


quency with eight other communities, 
but under central dispatch they will have 
their own frequency. In addition, all dis- 
patches will come from one central of- 
fice, even eliminating overlapping by the 
three participant departments. 


Elk Grove Village Police Chief Harry 


Jenkins has said that the new system 
will "clear police lines so that calls can 
be handled faster." 


Another facet of the program which 


will help patrolmen is that each man will 
have a portable radio, capable of receiv- 
ing and sending messages even from in- 
side large buildings such as the Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center. 


Funds for the project have been re- 


ceived from the federal government, 
through an Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission grant.

Buffalo Grove police officials are also 


attempting to get a grant for the central 
dispatch system.

The (group believes Village Pros. Gary

The Buffalo Grove Alliance (BGA) has 


recommended Armstrong announce his 
resignation now, effective sometime be- 
fore the election.

discussion on the issue that he would not 
participate. He said bis involvement 
could possibly be construed as a conflict 
of interest because he works for a'local 
developer. • 


Several members of the Concerned 


Citizens of Buffalo Grove (CCBG) chal- 
lenged Armstrong's right to retain the 
chair for the discussion, but he directed 
the debate that lasted more than four . 
hours, ending at almost 1:30 a.m. 


"As chairman you arc somewhat a 


judge," said William Francis, a member 
of CCBG. You have admitted a partisan 
Interest and yet you're going to take a 
nonpartisan position." 


FRANCIS CLAIMED a state law re- 


quired board meetings to be conducted 
according to parliamentary procedure, 
but Village Atty. Richard Raysa dis- 
agreed. 


"This village board In all the years 


I've been here has never adhered to 
strictly technical parliamentary proce- 
dure," Raysa said. He added there was 
nothing In the state statute that required 
parliamentary procedure to be used. 


The trustees voted Monday to model 


the proposed Buffalo Grove ordinance or 
resolution after an existing ordinance in 
Nopcrvllle. 


The Nopervlllo ordinance contains a' 


formula for figuring developer land or 
cash donations to schools and parks af- 
fected by the economic impact of their 
project. The donation is due before the 
developer starts building, to offset the 
revenue lag until new residents begin 
paying property taxes. 


The board voted to adopt the Napcr- 


vllle form after rejecting a formula pro- 
posed by Village Mgr. Dan Larson and 
area school representatives. That propos- 
al substituted the actual cost of educat- 
ing the number of children likely to bo 
generated by a development for the cost 
of buying land to build schools to accom- 
modate the additional children. 


BECAUSE THE legality of the Napcr- 


villc ordinance Is presently being con- 
tested In DuPagc County Circuit Court 
by the Homcbuildcrs Association of 
Greater Chicago, the board may vote 
next Monday to adopt a resolution, In- 
stead of an ordinance, to require dona- 
tions as port of pro-annexation agree- 
ments. If an ordinance is passed, devel- 
opers of land already in the village 
would also be bound by its requirements. 


The issues that were resolved Monday 


are:

An Area Food 
Stamp Center 
To Open Soon 


A federal food stamp application and 


distribution center for the west suburbs 
will open in Rolling Meadows, "in about 
a week.to 10 days," said John W. Ballew, 
director of the service division of the 
county public assistance department. „ 


Ballew said Monday the food stamp of- 


fice will be located in the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center, in- downtown Rolling 
Meadows. 


Two additional centers will also be 


opened in Evanston, according to Ballew. 
Ballew said the three new centers will 
open, 'regardless of any action local 
townships take." 


On Sept. 15, supervisors of six town- 


ships, Palatine, Wheeling, Elk Grove, 
Schaumburg, Barrington and Hanover, in 
a joint statement offered township per- 
sonnel and facilities for the food stamp, 
program. The supervisor's action was tab- 
taken after the close of food stamps fa- 
cilities in the Northwest suburbs by the 
county aid department in April. 


THE FOOD STAMP office had been lo- 


cated in the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter. 


Ballew said of the townships' proposal: 


"They are asking for their people to be 
authorized to handle food stamp appli- 
cations and distribution. They can't do. 
this under state and federal regulations.- 
We (the county) can't approve their 
request. They should know this," said. 
Ballew. 


Bernie Lee, Elk Grove Township audi- 


tor, said that William Rohlwing, township 
supervisor, waas going to contact Ballew 
to discuss the township's offer. 


"We ar trying to arrange a meeting 


sometime this week," said Lee. 


Ballew said, "I will be glad-to meet 


with them at a mutually convenient time. 
I will discuss with them whenever they 
are ready, but what they are asking for 
is contrary to regulations." 


When the township supervisors' state- 


ment was released, Lee said he under- 
stood that the operation at the northwest 
Opportunity Center had limited facilities 
for the food stamp operation. 


"THEY COULD only handle 20 cases 


on the one day each week the casewor- 
kers were there," said Lee. "If you were 
number 21, you had to wilt a week." 


Ballew said the only two caseworkers, 


will be operating from the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center when the food stamp 
program reopens. He called the facilities 
"extremely limited." 


No Hitch Expected In Blood Labeling Law At Hospital 


No immediate effect is anticipated at 


Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights from a new Illinois law 
requiring blood to be labelled "volun- 
teer" or "purchased.", 


"We draw close to all .the blood we 


need right hero (at the hospital)," ex- 
plained Jack Ryon, public relations di- 
rector for the hospital. Since very little 
"purchased" blood is used at the hospi- 
tal, Ryon expects the 'new labelling 
procedures to have little effect. 


Not all hospitals are able to rely on 


donor blood to meet their needs. It is 


estimated that 40 per cent of the total 
blood supply in the Chicago area comes 
from paid donors. 
'By requiring blood to be labelled, offi- 
cials assume many physicians will avoid 
using "purchased" blood because of fu- 
ture liabilities. Ryon said certain dis- 
eases are not detectable in blood and the 
word of the donor has to be relied upon. 
It Is believed volunteers would have less 
reason to cover up their past diseases 
than donors who are receiving money for 
their blood. 


"THIS DOES not guarantee the blood 


will be disease free but the probability of 
disease is less," explained Ryon. 


Two incentive programs are used to 


obtain "volunteer" blood. First, If a per- 
son joins the Cooperative Blood Replace- 
ment Plan, by giving one pint of blood, 
he protects himself and his family for 
one year, himself and his wife.for two 
years or only himself'for four years. 


Second 'Is a replacement program. 


Since most medical insurance policies do 
not cover the cost of blood, a patient re- 
ceiving blood may have friends and rela- 


tives donate the blood in his name. His 
bill then Is discounted proportionately. 


With the passage of the new law, the 


replacement program has been changed 
to make replacement donors members of 
the Cooperative Blood Replacement Plan, 
and eligible for blood at no cost to them* 
or then* family for six months. 


Ryon said a list of donors with rare 


types of blood is kept on file. Blood out- 
dates itself in 21 days so rather than, 
draw a rare type of blood and possibly 
have to throw it out, we wait until it is 
needed, he explained.

In Wheeling?

Government seemi to have a way of 


separating itself from the public occa- 
slonally. Instead of a government OF the 
people, it becomes o government ABOVE 
the people. 


Resident* of Wheeling should know 


what this means. It certainly applies to 
them and their government 


The little group in the municipal build- 


Ing at 251 W. Dundee Rd. operates 
smoothly within Its own circle, but out- 
siders may find themselves hopelessly In 
the dark. 


Take, for example, 4he salaries of the 


top village employes, including village 
Mgr. Gcorgo Passolt. The citizens, 
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through taxation, pay the salaries of 
these men, but are unable to find out 
what the salaries arc. It means that em- 
ployes set tneir own pay and won't tell 
their "employers" what they are being 
paid. 


When asked by the Herald for a list of 


the salaries for top employes, and a 
scale for other employes, Passolt 
hedged. Ho said It would make his job 
more difficult If his employes know each 
other's salaries. 


It has now been more than two weeks 


ilnco (ho request for the salaries was 
made. If it takes that long for a news- 
paper, what about an individual citizen 
who might mako such a request? 


THE REQUEST is not out of line, in 


keeping with what Is normally called 
public records. But Passolt and his 
friends evidently don't understand that 
term at all. 


The figures should be in the village 


hall, but Passolt said he would have to 
"check with his board" before releasing 
the information. As if he had a choice. 
After two weeks of checking, the figures 
are still not available. 


Last year, the Herald made the same 


request, and almost had to resort to legal 
action to obtain the information. 


This Is not an Isolated case. It took at 


least three weeks to obtain a list of li- 
quor license holders in the village. 
Again, public records, but again, they 
had to "check" before releasing them. 
Employes also wanted to know why the 
Herald wanted the figures. Whatever the 
reason, it doesn't change the status of 
public information. 


Would you like to know who has busi- 


ness licenses to the village? That takes 
at least a week, and the same query — 
"Why do you want it?" 


Village government Is supposed to be 


an open book, but to Wheeling the book is 
locked, either through Intent or ipo- 
rance. It is time for village officials to 
answer to the public for what the public 
finances. Government Is not a private 
business, and is thus not entitled to cer- 
tain privacies, such as salaries. 


FOR EXAMPLE, salaries of your 


school administrators and teachers are 
public, and they are to a less com- 
promising position than government. 


If Passolt is indeed the executive em- 


ploye of the village, why doesn't he seem 
to have the power to release public 
records, which by rights should be able 
to be released by any clerk? Why is 
there always "checking to be done?" 


Ask around at other villages, and you 


will find the village manager's position a 
much stronger one, Indeed. Why the 
weakness to Wheeling?

Study Shows Landfill Land Needed 


Since 1966 when development of a land- 


fill in Arlington Heights was first consid- 
ered, $18,300 has been spent on engineer- 
ing studies of the site. 


At least three reports on the area have 


also been completed by the village ad- 
ministration, one of which took six 
months to complete. Another study on 
solid waste disposal, recently completed 
by the 7-man Arlington Helghty Environ- 
mental Control Commission took a year 
and $35.99 of expenses — mostly to tele- 
phone calls. 


The result of all the work and money 


dredged Into the 56-acre landfill is tho 
conclusion that more land is needed. 


The village administration feels that 


more land is needed to be used for in- 
cinerator residue. In the January of 1971, 
solid waste disposal report, the village 
recommended a $4 5 million incinerator 
be built at the landfill site. 


THE ECC, on the other hand, using 


much of the same information and stud- 
ies used by the village, concluded that 
more land is needed at the landfill site to 
continue the present operation. The com- 
mission report also suggests further 
compaction and rccontouring of the gar- 
bage. 


The village board has tentatively 


agreed to purchase more land for tho 
landfill operation and defer the decision 
on the Incinerator recommendation by 
the village administration. 


The decision to defer action on the pro- 


posed incinerator should prompt rest- 
'dents of Buffalo Grove to breathe a col- 
lective sigh of relief. They have been 
against the incinerator proposal since it 
was first suggested in a $4,000 engineer- 
tog study In May of 1971. They have also 
been against the landfill since it was pro- 
posed to 1966 because of possible air and 


Landfill Expansion May 
Delay Incinerator Plan 


Expanding the Arlington Heights land- 


fill could forestall, for as long as six 
years, a decision on building a village- 
operated incinerator, Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson said Monday. 


The village board, at a recent meeting, 


Instructed Hanson to look into acquiring 
additional property west and north of the 
existing landfill. 


Hanson aaid that about 100 acres of 


land are under consideration, which, if 
acquired, would triple the area of village 
landfill. 


The additional land would add at least 


six years to the life of existing village 
landfill operations, he said. 


Last January the village adminis- 


tration recommended construction of a 
600-ton capacity incinerator at the land- 
fill to head off what It saw as an Immi- 
nent solid waste disposal crisis. 


The controversial recommendation 


spawned a series of tudies by the village 
Environmental 
Control 
Commission' 


(ECC) and outside consultants. 


TWO WEEKS AGO the ECC finished 


'its year-long study of village solid waste 
isposal and concluded that Arlington 
Heights should not build an incinerator 
at this time. 


Expanding the landfill probably will 


postpone action on the incinerator pro- 
posal but eventually an incinerator will 
be needed, Hanson says. 


"We're going to have both — an in- 


cinerator and a landfill — unless some- 
thing miraculous happens," he said. 


In its report, the ECC pointed to rapid- 


ly advancing technology to the field of 
solid waste disposal but Hanson says he 
is not convinced that revolutionary waste 
disposal technology will develop to the 
near future. 


"It hasn't happened since I started 


looking at garbage disposal two yers ago. 
The technology everybody talks about 
isn't just around the corner," he said. 


The administration has determined 


that additional land is available west and 
possibly north of the existing landfill but, 
Hanson says, there are no other suitable 
sites within the village limits. 


COST OF THE additional land* has 


been estimated at about $12,000 per acre. 


"Running a landfill is cheaper than 


running an incinerator," Hanson says, 
adding that the village probably will con- 
tinue to use landfill for as long as pos- 
sible.'" 


But delaying construction of an in- 


cinerator has a price of its own. 


In its January report, the adminis- 


tration estimated that an incinerator 
large enough to handle Arlington Heights 
solid waste would cost $4.5 million. That 
cost, Hanson says, is almost certain to 
increase with time. 


"Prices on this kind of project have 


been going up about 10 per cent a year 
minimum. So whatever we do, it's going 
to cost money." 


visual pollution. 


The village went ahead with plans to 


buy the land on Nichols Road, to 
January, 19C7, when Consoer-Townsend 
Engineers did a feasibility study of the 
former gravel pit and said it would be a 
good place for a landfill. The study said 
the area would last for 10 years, until 
1977. 


The village purchased the land to No- 


vember, 1967, for $300,000. It cost about 
$150,000 to develop the and for landfilling 
purposes. 


In March, 1968, the landfill opened. At 


that time a feasibility study by John 
Schoeffer, a University of Chicago water 
expert, said the site would lost until 1985 
if the garbage was compacted properly. 
He also said the village could sell gravel 
from the site, since it was a former 
gravel pit The study cost $5,000. 


SCHAEFFER ALSO cited errors to the 


Consoer Townsend report and said the 
report was "very conservative and 
unimaginative." 


In 1971, Melbourne A. Noel, a con- 


sulting engineer, was called to to look at 
the landfill site, then it became evident 
that the area was filling up fast. For 
$4,000, Noel told the village that the area 
would be filled by 1977, and that "an to- 
cinerator is an economic necessity," and 
"the need for this facility is urgent and 
its building should be implemented as 
soon as possible." 


According to the Harza Engineering 


Co. in a $7,000 study completed on Sept. 
7, the landfill will last only 1.5 addition- 
al years if the area is developed accord- 
ing to present plans. The engineering 
firm also said the site as it exists now 
could hold up to 13 more years of gar- 
bage at an elevation of not over 780 feet 
above sea level (about 60 feet above 
ground level). 


The village, along with the park dis- 


trict, however, hope to use the area for a 
park when the site is filled to capacity 
with garbage. Tentative plans call for 
tennis courts, a ski slope and an outdoor 
amphitheater at the site. If the 13-year 
plans are followed, the pyramid-shaped 
hill will not be suitable for a recreation 
facility, according to village and park of- 
ficials. 


Police Act 
To Halt Radio 
Interference 


On Sunday, Hillside Patrolman Antho- 


ny Raymond stopped a suspicious car 
and gave the license plate number by 
radio to bis headquarters. But that radio 
message was interrupted by another de- 
partment's call and since then Raymond 
has disappeared, apparently kidnaped by 
the men he had stopped. 


If Raymond's call had not been inter- 


rupted, police would have had a strong 
lead to follow. Instead, all they have is 
"Double L 5" and "Something don't look 
right." 


The problem in the Hillside case was 


an overcrowded police radio channel, one 
that serves 22 suburban police forces. A 
similar problem exists in the Northwest 
suburban area but at least four commu- 
nities have acted to solve their'pan of 
the problem. 


AT MIDNIGHT ON Oct. 21 a central 


dispatch police radio system for Mount 
Prospect, Arlington Heights, and Elk 
Grove Village will begin operation. Buf- 
falo Grove officials are seeking to join 
the group. 


A primary purpose behind the new sys- 


tem is to eliminate overlapping mes- 
sages on the radio frequency. 


Currently, the three towns share a fre- 


quency with eight other communities, 
but under central dispatch they will have 
their own frequency. In addition, all dis- 
patches will come from one central of- 
fice, even eliminating overlapping by the 
three participant departments. 


Elk Grove Village Police Chief Harry 


Jenkins has said that the new system 
will "clear police lines so that calls can 
be handled faster." 


Another facet of the program which 


will help patrolmen is that each man will 
have a portable radio, capable of receiv- 
ing and sending messages even from in- 
side large buildings such as the Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center. 


Funds for the project have been re- 


ceived from the federal government 
through an Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission grant. 


Buffalo Grove police officials are also 


attempting to get a grant for the central 
dispatch system.

expected to file suit today asking for a 
court order to require officials of Maine 
and NHes townships to place a township 
abolition referendum on the Nov. 7 bal- 
lot 


Palatine and Northflcld league repre- 


sentatives filed a similar suit Sept. 28 
seeking a court order after Palatine 
Township's Board of Auditors officially 
rejected the LWV referendum pcntltlons. 


Tho Maine Township Board has been 


silent since Aug. 21 when league organi- 
zations In DCS Plalncs, Park nidge and 
Morton Grove presented Township Clerk 
Philip Roffco with referendum petitions 
containing more than 6,000 signatures. 


LWV Atty. Richard Troy told the Her- 


ald yesterday that the suit will bo filed at 
11 a.m. today in Cook County Circuit 
Court. 


Troy charged that Maine and Nilcs of- 


ficials "have been delaying response to 
the petitions until wo ran out of time. I 
figured they would do this." 


THE SUIT will claim the LWV has a 


right to a referendum after complying 
with state statutes, Troy sold. 


"A fair reading of the law sttitcs that 


this should be placed before the voters," 
he said. 


The Palatlnc-Northficld case wat as- 


signed recently to Circuit Court Judge 
Edward Egan. 


"We'll have to wait and xcc who this 


case (Malne-Nlles) is assigned to. 1 hope 
from courtroom to courtroom," Troy 
It's tho same Judge to prevent running 
said. 


Tho Chicago attorney Indicated yester- 


day that ho may ask for a hearing late 
this week. 


Township officials will argue that state 


statutes do not provide for takeover of 
township duties, Maine Supervisor Wil- 
liam C. "Bud" Zlchn said yesterday. Al- 
though he did not challenge the petitions, 
Zlchn said "It's up in the air whether the 
whole Idea of a referendum Is legal."

recently have met to discuss the LWV 
challenge, Zlchn said, adding that (ho 
Maine Township Board would discuss tho 
pctllon at Its regular meeting Oct. 10. 


"WHAT WILL happen to tax money nl- 


ready held by town boards?" Zichn 
asked. "How would townships dispose of 
equipment like office 
furniture 
nnd 


heavy equipment used by highway de- 
partments?" Maine Township maintains 
about 33 miles of roads and owns a ga- 
rage to store and repair equipment. 


In August, Raffc asked, "Who Is going 


to step In and provide services" for an 
estimated 23,000 to 30,000 residents 
Maine residents living In unincorporated 
areas? 


Palatine's board rejected tho referen- 


dum petition because state law docs not 
transfer township functions to other gov- 
ernment agencies. 


"Tho takeover of duties Is not the ques- 


tion here," Troy said. "The plaintiffs 
(LWV) are entitled to a referendum." 


Township government Is "archaic and 


inefficient," according to league spokes- 
men who have initiated a state-wide eli- 
mination drive. 


The league groups, which nave long op- 


posed township government, .based their 
abolition drives on the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution, which allows townships to be 
merged or abolished through referendum 
votes. There is no provision, however, for 
replacing township services. 


Troy talked yesterday about a "tight 


deadline" to place the referendum Nov. 
7. He may seek another court order forc- 
ing township officials to print referen- 
dum petitions before the mandamus case 
is decided. 


Palatine officials said In mid-Septem- 


ber that at least 30 days arc required to 
contract ballot printing. Troy has said 
that Nov. 6 is tho latest that preparation 
can be completed.

Not all hospitals are able to rely on 


donor blood to meet their needs. It Is 
estimated that 40 per cent of the total 
blood supply In the Chicago area comes 
from paid donors.

By requiring blood to be labelled, offi- 


cials assume many physicians will avoid 
using "purchased" blood because of fu- 
ture liabilities. Ryon said certain dis- 
eases are not detectable in blood and the 
word of the donor has to be relied upon. 
It is believed volunteers would have less 


reason to cover up their past diseases 
than donors who are receiving money for 
their blood. 


"THIS DOES not guarantee the blood 


will be disease free but the probability of 
disease is less," explained Ryon.

Two Incentive programs are used to 


obtain "volunteer" blood. First, if a per- 
son joins the Cooperative Blood Replace- 
ment Plan, by giving one pint of blood, 
he protects himself and his family for 
one year, himself and his wife for two 
years or only himself for four years. 


Second is a replacement program. 


Since most medical insurance policies do 
not cover the cost of blood, a patient re- 
ceiving blood may have friends and rela- 
tives donate the blood in his name. His 
bill then is discounted proportionately. 


With the passage of the new law, the 


replacement program has been changed 
to make replacement donors members of 
the Cooperative Blood Replacement Plan 
and eligible for blood at no cost to them 
or their family for six months. 


Ryon said a list of donors with rare 


types of blood is kept on file. Blood out- 
dates itself in 21 days so rather than 
draw a rare type of-blood and possibly 
have to throw it out, we wait until it is 
needed, he explained.

80% Polled Agree Overpopulation Is Problem 


Eighty per cent of the residents polled 


In Elk Grovo Village and Arlington 
Heights think there Is an overpopulation 
problem In the United States, and 67 per 
cent think the quality of the environment 
is worse than It was 10 years ago. 


The figures were contained In a 10- 


qucstlon survey conducted in the two vil- 
lages by the Northwest Suburban chapter 
of Zero Population Growth (ZPG). The 
survey, done during August and Septem- 
ber, polled 200 persons in each village to 
measure opinions and knowledge of .tub- 
urban residents concerning population 
and environmental problems.

JIM PETEIISON. ZPG publicity chair- 


man, said (ho 80 per cent figure for 
people who think there Is an over- 


population problem is about the national 
average. The 20 per cent who do not feel 
there Is a problem, "don't relate what 
happens to them every day to the popu- 
lation problem," said Peterson.

This stabilization esti- 
mate only counts people now living in the 


United States. It does not include people 
who may immigrate to the country. 


The population is expected to stabilize 


at 276 million. The U.S. population is now 
approximately 210 million.

ropolltan area without regard to local 
needs or desires." However, he later re- 
considered when he took Into consid- 
eration the fact that Judge Richard Aus- 
tin has an area plan for housing "being 
prepared without benefit of what needs 
actually exist In the metropolitan area." 


"I am convinced that our refusal to 


participate in organized dialogue directed 
to the housing problem can only isolate 
us from the problem-solving, leaving the 
solution in the hands of others outside 
the community," Teichert said. 


He also enumerated fears that federal 


and state funding programs, such as the 
state Income tax rebate or the federal 
revenue sharing program may "be con- 
ditioned on compliance with regional 
plans." 


Teichert listed three basic state and 


federal procedures for setting up low and 
moderate-Income housing in the commu- 
nity. He said they were having the gov- 
ernment buy the property and moke It 
available "on their terms without our con 
sent"; having the government help "pri- 
vate enterprise, by the property and Im- 
pose limited terms — without our con- 
sent"; or having the government buy the 
property "In cooperation with the local 
government and Impose limited terms — 
but with our consent." 


THE MAYOR SAID the first category 


Is to bo avoided at all costs as "it may or 
may not adhere to our zoning codes. It 
may or may not be built in compliance 
with our building codes." 


The second category, of government 


helping a private firm buy land and then 
Impose limits without local consent, was 
"the format for providing moderate-in- 
come units within the Huntington Com- 
mons complex. He added, "many of our 
citizens seem to be unaware that this 
type of program docs not require our 
consent—nor can we control it other 
than to make It comply with our zoning 
and building codes — which it docs." 


Teichert said he preferred the third 


way which Is how the village is currently 
seeking to provide low-Income housing 
for the elderly In Mount Prospect. 


"It Is my belief that if we work in good 


faith to establish proper criteria under 
category three; we will not be forced to 
accept category one, and category two 
can be altered to require our consent. 
Such good faith means simply participat- 
ing with the regional agencies to devel- 
op plans based on actual needs of our 
area. This Is the purpose of the Housing 
Coalition." 


ALTHOUGH TEICHERT said, "I con- 


not bind this board, nor can I represent 
this community, in formulating any hous- 
ing plan for the metropolitan area," he 
did tell board members that he had 
voiced his own opinions on proposals and 
formulas being discussed "pursuant to 
developing such a plan." 


He promised to submit, within a 


month, all materials he has accumulated 
while with the project to the community 
services and mental health commission 
for their review and recommendation. 
Then the village board will be able" to 
speak for our citizens as to whether we 
continue the dialogue or reject the pro- 
posal," Teichert said.

Village.Seeks 'Complete Picture'

13,000 Flood Surveys Mailed Out 
. 
• 
. 
•/ 


More than 13,000 flood damage surveys 


have "been mailed this week as Mount 
Prospect village officials try to get a 
complete picture of their community's 
flooding problems. 


The survey has been adapted from a 


similar one used afer the heavy rain- 
storm of June 10, 1967. Village officials 
hope to be able to correlate the findings 
of the earlier survey with those of the 
current survey. 


In 1967, a total of 4,207 questionnaires 


(out of 9,125 moiled) were returned with 
57 per cent recording flooding because of 
that one storm and 50 per cent recording 
flooding two or more times since 1960. 


Of those who had their homes flooded, 


the causes listed were: 67 per cent sewer 
backup, 35 per cent water seepage, 25 
per cent overland flow and 13 per cent 
due to Weller Creek. 


IN A SPECIAL section on "economic 


impact" the survey revealed that 69 per 
cent of those flooded suffered personal' 
property loss, 23 per cent-lost work time' 
and 22 per cent had structural damage to 
their homes. 
' 


The hardest hit area, according to the 


1967 survey results, was the section be- 
tween Welter Creek and Golf Road from 
Robert Drive to Albert Street 


Another hard hit area was the Hatlen 


•Heights section. 


The least hit area was 'that between 


Arthur Avenue and Northwest Highway 
and Central Road and the Arlington 
Heights sewage plant.; 


The. major result of the survey'was the 


formation"'.of the Drainage and Clean 


Streams Commission to explore means of 
combating flooding in the village. There 
were also three major studies conducted 
in 1968 — one on storm water, another on 
sewer capacity and the last on the area 
watershed. 


TilE STORM water study, called the 


Bauer Report, came up with a com- 


prehensive flood prevention program 
which would cost an estimated $7,200,000. 
It Included plans for a retention basin 
near Busse Road north of Central Road. 


The report was accepted by the village 


board which agreed to go ahead but then 
the anticipated Metropolitan Sanitary 
District support fell through and, be- 


cause of the enormous cost, the project 
. was put into limbo. 


The storm sewer capacity study, also 


'conducted by Bauer, said that the vil- 
lage's sewer system was adquate, at 
least for 1967. 


The area watershed study, conducted

The 
survey, done during August and Septem- 
ber, polled 200 persons in each village to 
measure opinions and knowledge of sub- 
urban residents concerning population 
and environmental problems. 


A survey of 200 residents hi Hoffman 


Estates is planned later in the month. 


JIM PETERSON; ZPG publicity chair- 


man, said the 80 per cent figure for 
people who think there is an over- 
population problem is about the national 
average. The 20 per cent who do not feel 
there is a problem, "don't relate what 
happens to them every day to the popu- 
lation problem," said Peterson. 


"They get caught in a traffic jam 


wonder why more roads are not being 
built. They don't realize that the in- 
creased population keeps putting more 
cars on the road." 


Peterson 
said the survey showed 


people were "very lacking" hi informa- 
tion on relation of population to pollution 
and the demands growing population 
puts on natural resources. 


On the question of natural gas supplies

Is Theater 
Or Culture 
Center Near? 


by CINDY TEW 


A $2 million cultural center or a 


$350,000 theater. Which, if either, is in 
the future of Arlington Heights? 


Since 1962 the Village Theater, Inc., 


has been trying to spearhead a drive to 
build a small theater building on park 
district property. Since 1965 the village 
board of trustees has been trying to de- 
termine the cultural needs of the village, 
as well as the financial practicalities, 
and in 1969 established the Arlington 
Heights Cultural Commission. 


Today, both groups have a well-defined 


plan. 


The Village Theater wants a $350,000 


theater building to be constructed on one 
acre at Frontier Park, 1933 N. Kennicott. 
The plan would be financed by tax 
monies, and included in the late Novem- 
ber park district referendum. 


Village Theater, Inc., was formed in 


1950 and has been using park and school 
district facilities for performances. The 
theater group; the largest in the area, 
has about 1,000 patrons and 100 per- 
forming members. Other performing 
groups in the area are discussing merger 
possibilities if a theater building be- 
comes a reality. 


AFTER SURVEYS and studies 


amounting to over $12,000 and a vol- 
uminous report, the cultural commission 
has a plan to build a $2 million cultural 
center, to be built in two phases. Unlike 
the Village Theater plan, the center 
would be financed by a series of fund- 
raising drives — not tax monies. 
The cultural commission's plans are for 
500-seat theater, which could also be 
used for meetings and other civic events. 
The cultural commlssin's plans are for a 
530-seat theater In Phase I which would 
open into a 1,846-seat concert hall in 
Phase II of construction. The center 
would also include "massive wall areas" 
in the halls surrounding the theater-hall 
for visual art. 


While the Village Theater proposal 


would probably suit the purposes of most 
of the village residents, groups like Com- 
munity Concerts and Countryside Art 
Center would probably rather have the 
more spacious cultural center. 


The Village Theater architects are fig- 


uring on a 12,000-square-foot floor plan 
while a consultant for the cultural com- - 
mission has plans for a 38,000-square-foot 
building. 


According to Hank Degroh, president 


of Village Theater, the cultural center 
plan Is "a very nice concept." But he

Too bad Henry Ford or Col. Robert 


McCormlck didn't live In Arlington 
Helghta. If they had, their families would 
probably bo glad to shell out $2 million 
for an Arlington Heights Cultural Center. 


Unfortunately, most of us havo enough 


trouble with mortgage and car payments 
to contribute even a brick to such a cen- 
ter cither through tax dollars or contrib- 
utions. 


Tho cultural center Is a beautiful plan 


and would give the community Identity 
and added prestige, but It Is limply not

feasible unless some one or some corpo- 
ration donated a small fortune for the 
project, and the ensuing upkeep. 


Tho cultural commission has worked 


hard to prove village residents want a 
cultural center. They havo said that all 
community arts groups as well as school 
groups could put the center to a number 
of uses. A cultural center would also 
bring big-name entertainment to the vil- 
lage, proponents of the Idea say. 


BUT THE WHOLE question bolls down 


to one of dollars as measured against the 
number of people who would use the facil- 
ity. 


In a survey conducted at an art festi- 


val held In Arlington Heights In June, 
1970, 2,344 out of 2,510 persons who re- 
apondcd said that a cultural center was 
needed. Of the respondents, 1,082 were 
Arlington Heights residents. 


At first glance, the survey looks like an 


overwhelming vote of approval for the 


center. But even the cultural commission 
admitted that "the survey was biased, 
since the festival patron may be presum- 
ed to havo a strong Interest in the arts." 


A second survey was sent out to 700 


Arlington Heights residents In Novem- 
ber, 1970, 298 of which were returned. Of 
the respondents, 161 said there "should 
be a modern cultural facility In Arlington 
Heights," and 123 said no. 


There is clearly no overwhelming 


clamor for a cultural center, according 
to that survey. And that survey is prob- 
ably fairly representative of village resi- 
dent's feelings on the matter. 


However, the arts are far from dead in 


Arlington Heights. Village Theater, Inc.; 
has been alive and flourishing for 22 
years. They have about, 100 players and 
about 1,000 patrons. Countryside Art Cen- 
ter has been in existence for 10 years 
and has 150 working artists among their 
300 members and patrons. 


VILLAGE THEATER, Inc., has been 


working, on and off, for 10 years to get 
some kind of theater facility bunt In the 
village. And they seem to have developed 
a reasonable proposal. 


The $350,000, 500-scat theater would 


servo most of the performing art groups 
In the village, except perhaps Commu- 
nity Concerts. There are even tentative 
plans for an art gallery for visual arts. 


In time, the theater would even pay for 


itself like the one at Western Springs did, 
according to Village Theater people. 


Unfortunately, Village Theater thinks 


that the want and need for the facility is 
so wide spread in the village, that every- 
one should help pay •for It through their 
tax dollars. 


Just as the park district tennis facility 


Is being paid for by people who want to 
use It, so the theater facility should also 
be paid for by those who will use it. 
What happened to the original Village 
Theater plans to hold fund-raising drives 
to pay for the facility? 


Arlington Heights probably docs need a 


facility for performing and visual arts — 
one of the smaller variety as envisioned 
by the Village Theater group. I think it 
should be paid for, however, by those 
who arc planning to use It.

sees many problems, from fund raising 
to parking. 


"THE VILLAGE talks .of raising $2 


million without affecting'the taxpayers, 
but to raise that kind-of money, some 
taxpayers are going to be hit," Degroh • 
said. "Even if the money were raised, 
tax money would probably have to be 
used to maintain the building." 


While Degroh has <only heard of one 


cultural center In the nation that pays 
for Itself, there are several small theater 
buildings which are self-sustaining and 
even come out with a profit. 
' 


"The theater in Western Springs wes 


completely paid off in 12 years and now 
brings in a good sized profit annually," 
DeGroh said. 


Degroh also thinks that the coun- 


structlon price of $2 million is very con- 
servative for •the proposed cultural cen- 
ter. 


"They are talking about a concrete 


block building, and I don't think the 
people of Arlington Heights would buy 
it," he said. "Even at that, the $35 a 
square foot, which was used in the $2 
million estimate, is very conservative ac- 
cording to our architect." 


The Village Theater supported the for- 


mation of the cultural commission in 1969 
and abandoned Its project to create a 
theater in cooperation with the park dis- 
trict. 


When the commission floundered in 


February, 1971, because a request for 
funds to hire a consultant was not ap- 
proved, the drive to construct a small 
theater by Village Theater was revita- 
lized. 


"We plan to continue In our efforts to 


see what the park district decides," 
Degroh said. 


IN A LETTER to Park Board Pres. 


Charles Cronin last week, Sidney Rosen- 
feld, chairman of the cultural commis- 
sion, asked that park district not include 
theater construction on the upcoming ref- 
erendum. 


"Basic to a cultural center would be 


theater and auditorium facilities and we 
feel that the building of another theater 
would obviate the need for a cultural 
center," Rosenfeld said. 


"It Is also our feeling after having 


rather extensively studied the subject 
that the construction of a theater should 
not be financed by the taxpayers, and 
any building program we commence will 
be mainly financed by other sources of 
revenue," he said. 


According tp Cronin, the letter will be 


referred to the referendum committee. 
The committee is studying the proposals

"IT'S A GRAND concept, but If It 


works, It would be an enormous asset to 
the community. And if people are willing 
to try to raise the money, I say give 
them a couple of years to try,." Rosen- 
feld said. "Sure we can survive without 
it — just like we could survive without a 
library." 


Rosenfeld concedes that there are only 


a few groups that could use the facility 
at the present time, but said if the cejter 
were built it would generate uses. 


"Chicago is doing less and less of a job 


year after year providing cultural activi- 
ties," said Rosenfeld. "Just as people 
and business have moved to the suburbs, 
so culture is moving out here, too." 


Teachers Win Dispute Over Holiday Pay

teachers were to be paid for July 5,1971. 
The teachers did not work that day be- 
cause the Fourth of July was on a Sun- 
day last year and the schools were 
closed the following Monday. 


Tho board unanimously agreed to fol- 


low an arbitrator's recommendation that 
the teachers be paid for the day. In rec- 
ommending that payment be made, the 
arbitrator said that failure to pay for the 
day was In violation of the working 
agreement between the teachers and the 
district. 


Albeon Waltmnn, assistant superin- 


tendent for personnel, said between 60 
and 70 teachers were employed during 
the summer of 1971 and each will be paid 
No Hitch Expected In Blood 
Labeling Law At Hospital 
Story Hour Will 
Begin 13th Year 
No Immediate effect is anticipated at 


Northwest Community Hospital In Ar- 
lington Heights from a new Illinois law 
requiring blood to be labelled "volun- 
teer" or "purchased." 


"We draw close to all the blood we 


need right here (at the hospital)," ex- 
plained Jack Ryon, public relations di- 
rector for the hospital. Since very little 
"purchased" blood Is used at the hospi- 
tal, Ryon expects the new labelling 
procedures to have little effect. 


Not all hospitals are able to rely on 


donor blood to meet their needs. It Is 
estimated that 40 per cent of the total 
blood supply In (ho Chicago area comes 
from paid donors. 


By requiring blood to be labelled, offi- 


cials assume many physicians will avoid 
using "purchased" blood because of fu- 
ture liabilities. Ryon said certain dis- 
eases arc not detectable in blood and the 
word of the donor has to be relied upon. 
It Is believed volunteers would have less 
reason to cover up their past diseases 
than donors who are receiving money for 
their blood. 


"THIS DOES not guarantee the blood 


wilt bo disease free but the probability of 
disease Is less," explained Ryon. 


Two Incentive programs are used to 


obtain "volunteer" blood. First, If a per- 
son joins the Cooperative Blood Replace- 
ment Plan, by giving one pint of blood, 
he protects himself and his family for 
one year, himself and his wife for two 
years or only himself for four years. 


Second Is a replacement program. 


Since most medical Insurance policies do 
not cover the cost of blood, a patient re- 
ceiving blood may have friends and rela- 
tives donate the blood in his name. His 
bill then Is discounted proportionately. 


With the passage of the new law, the 


replacement program has been changed 
to make replacement donors members of 
the Cooperative Blood Replacement Plan 
and eligible for blood at no cost to them 
or their family for six months. 


Ryon said a list of donors with rare 


types of blood Is kept on file. Blood out- 
dates Itself in 21 days so rather than 
draw a rare type of blood and possibly 
have to throw It out, we wait until it is 
needed, he explained.

May Change 


Some children from Surrey Ridge West 


housing development, near Golf and Al- 
gonquin roads in Arlington Heights, may 
soon officially be in the school district 
they are actually attending. 


James Erviti, superintendent of Elk 


Grove Township School Dlst. 59, said that 
the boundary line between Dlst. 59 and 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 25-splits 
the Surrey Ridge area. A small number 
of children on the Dlst. 15 side now at- 
tend Dist. 59 schools because Dlst. 15 
cannot easily arrange transportation for 
them. 


Erviti asked the Dlst. 59 School Board 


to approve a petition to the Cook County 
Board of School Trustees, requesting a 
change In the boundary so the children 
will officially be part of Dist. 59. 


The board approved the petition unani- 


mously. 


Dist. 15 has already approved the peti- 


tion. 


Erviti said the change would legalize 


an existing situation since the children 
are now in a Dist. 59 school. 


The change will also bring the homes 


these children arc coming from into the 
Dist. 59 tax base. "The tax dollars will 
follow the children," said ErvlU. 


Erviti told the board that the parents 


in the area will pay a lower school prop- 
erty tax because the Dlst. 59 tax rate is 
lower than the rate in Dist. 15. 


In other action at the meeting the 


board:' 


—Approved an extension of time for 


the life safety work completion at Ridge 
School. Erviti said that most of the work 
had been done by the original deadline, 
but an extension to Dec. 31, was needed 
to comply with the school code. Erviti 
said that the work would be finished 
"within a few weeks."

state for a $219,643 grant under the 
state's density aid provision of the school 
aid formula. The density provision per- 
mits extra state aid to school districts 
with large student populations. 


Dist. 59 has received the annual grant 


since the density provision was enacted 
in 1970.

annual report and request for recognition 
to the Office of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. This application al- 
lows the state to officially recognize Dlst. 
59 for the next year. 


—Received a report on staff personnel 


from Waltmnn. 


—Authorized a disbursements list with 


a total educational fund disbursement of 
$61,173.52 and building fund dis- 
bursements of $7,195.93. 


—Accepted the resignation of Jean-

—Approved the appointment of Philip

The culverts would cut across the 
drainage ditch and temporarily hold 
back water In a natural retention area In 
the Ned Brown Forest Preserve. 


The location of the dam, would corre-

way tonight! 


Wishing atone won't do it, but If late 


afternoon mailers use specially marked 
mailboxes, their letters will in fact be 
picked up by five o'clock that evening. 


It's all part of a new program being 


instituted by the U.S. Postal Service. 
Specially marked mailboxes bearing a 
white star will have an extra 5 p.m. daily 
pick up In addition to the regular late 
morning collection. 


The white-starred mailboxes will be lo- 


cated in shopping centers, In front of ma- 
jor office buildings and at other central 
locations.

Voter League To File Suit

Tho League of Women Voters (LWV) is 


expected to nio suit today asking for a 
court order to require officials of Maine 
and Nllcs townships to place a township 
abolition referendum on the Nov. 7 bal- 
lot. 


Palatine and Northflcld league repre- 


sentatives filed a similar suit Sept. 20 
seeking a court order after Palatine 
Township's Board of Auditors officially 
rejected the LWV referendum pcntltlons. 


Tho Maine Township Board has been 


silent since Aug. 21 when league organi- 
zations in Des Plalncs, Park Rldgo and 
Morton Grove presented Township Clerk 
Philip Raffce with referendum petitions 
containing more than 6,000 signatures. . 


LWV Atty. Richard Troy told the Her- 


ald yesterday that the suit will be filed at 
11 a.m. today in Cook County Circuit 
Court. 


Troy charged that Maine and Nllcs of- 


ficials "have been delaying response to 
the petitions until wo ran out of time. I 
figured they would do this." 


TUB SUIT will claim the LWV has a 


right to a referendum alter complying 
with state statutes, Troy said. 


"A fair reading of the law sttitcs that 


this should be placed before the voters," 
he said.

Plan Survey 
Of Opinions 
On Schools 


What do taxpayers in Maine Township 


think of their public schools? 


School officials hope to find out this 


fall when they survey citizens hi Maine 
Township School districts, said Robert 
C o w e 11, assistant superintendent in 
charge of curriculum at Des Plaines 
Elementary School Dist. 62 and member 
of the Maine Township Curriculum Coun- 
cil. 


The curriculum council, a cooperative 


formed by elementary and high school 
districts in Maine Township, plans to 
prepare the questionnaires with the aid 
of the Institute for Eeucational Re- 
search, and send them through the mail 
to 1,000 adults in each school district this 
fall. 


The "rather lengthy" questionnaire 


will ask taxpayers what they tlilnk of 
their school's approach to education, if 
they are satisfied with the way schools 
are operated and if the cost of education 
is too high, said Cowell. 


AFTER TABULATING the results, the 


council hopes to make some general- 
izations about why refercndums to in- 
crease school taxes pass or fail and what 
citizens expect from public schools. 


"We hope to be able to interpret "com- 


munity attitude toward the school", said 
Cowell, and hopefully schools will be able 
to do a better job of meeting the public's 
expectations. 


The curriculum council includes Des 


Plaines Elementary School Dlst 62, 
East Maine Elementary School Dist. 63, 
Park Ridge Community Consolidated 
School Dlst. 64, Pennoyer Elementary 
School Dist. 79 in Norridge, part of Glen- 
view - Community Consolidated School 
Dlst. 34, and Maine Township High 
School Dist. 207. Each participating dis- 
trict will pay $1,000 for the survey, said 
Cowell, and most of the school districts 
have already allocated the money. 


Cowell said the council will meet on 


Oct. 12 to complete the questionnaire and 
make plans for mailing them out 


The Maine Township Curriculum Coun- 


cil was formed in 1958 after the success 
of the Soviet Sputnik satellites caused 
American educators to improve the qual- 
ity of education, said Cowell. 


THE COUNCIL IS composed of district 


superintendents, curriculum directors, 
high school and junior high school princi- 
pals, and chairmen of the council's sub- 
committees. Emphasis is placed on ex- 
ploring new trends hi education and 
making the step from junior high school 
to high school easier for students by 
coordinating curriculum throughout the 
township, said Cowell. The council meets 
about five times a year and often makes 
recommendations to school officials and 
board members on their findings. 


The council has subcommittees on Ian- 


page arts, science, social studies and 
math and more recently on family living, 
drug education, foreign language, physi- 
cal education and guidance. 


Plans for the survey were made and 


announced last year. Since then, the 
council has been, working with the in- 
stitute of educational research on the 
questionnaire and has been commu- 
nicating their ideas to school officials 
and board members.

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$825,000 In Bonds To Be Sold

New Parking Lots Coming 


The City of DCS Plalncs is expected to 


sell $825,000 in parking revenue bonds by 
next week. 


The sale will finance construction of 


new parking lots as port of the downtown 
redevelopment program. 


City Atty. Robert Dl Leonardl an- 


nounced a Monday's city council meeting 
that final land acquisition which has de- 
layed the bond program ws Initiated last 
week when the city contracted the $81,000 
purchase of Scott Electric Co. property 
at 737 Center St. and Sept. 19 began con- 
demnation actio against neighboring 
property owned by Raymond Huntzlcker. 


Chapman and Cutler, Chicago bond at- 


torneys, are expected to issue a favor- 
able legal opinion this week prompting 
bond sale. 


DCS Plalncs Redevelopment Associ- 


ation officials have said the bonds will 
spur downtown renewal. Plans for con- 
struction Include a 125-cnr lot on the Chi- 
cago and North Western Rwy. right-of- 
way on Elllnwood Street between Center 
and Leo streets; 125-car lot oast of Cen- 
ter, between Elllnwood alley and Prairie 
Avenue; and a new ISO-space city hall lot 
on Jefferson Street. 


THE PROPOSED lots, Including a 


switch to motored parking at old North 
School lot, Jefferson and River Road, arc 
expected to meet increased parking de- 
mand caused by a planned shopping mall 
and office complex downtown, redevelop- 
ment officials claim. 


First National Bank, 733 Lee St., bos 


agreed to purchase $429,000 In bonds at 
5.7S per cent interest, with the city retir- 
ing bonds through parking revenues over 
a 20-year period. 


Other buys will bo the Des Plalncs Na- 


tional Bank, Leo and Elllnwood streets, 
and the First Federal Savings and Loan 
Association, 749 Lee. 


A breakdown of expenses Includes 


$225,000 for property purchases between 
Center, Elllnwood, Lee and Prairie and 
$50,000 to add 125 parking spaces there; 
$160,000 to create a two-tier lot for 146 
cars near the proposed city hall; $87,000 
to pay previous bond Issues; $55,000 for 
engineering; $20,000 for legal and admin- 
istrative costs; $42,875 for Interest on the 
bonds during construction; $72,500 for 
purchase of railroad land and $17,625 for 
other costs. 


IN OTHER PARKING action, the 


council approved three bid contracts to 
pavo and improve the 39-car post office, 
68-car Jewel and 122-car Elllnwood lots. 


Rock Road Construction Co. of DCS 


Plalncs was low bidder on the paving 
contract at $33,982. Heckcr & Co. of Des 
Plalncs bid $8,400 to Install lot lights, and 
William Muehlcnbcck and Sons of DCS 
Plalncs bid $6,138.50 for tree planting 
and landscaping of the project. 


City parking revenue jumped to yearly 


highs in August after Des Plalnes raised 
parking rates, according to a report dis- 
tributed Monday by Comptroller Duanc 


Blietz. 


Metered parking revenue was 


$10,338.08 in August, a two-year high. 
Last year's August total was $5,697.23. 


Total parking revenue Increased more 


than $20,000 for the first nine months of 
1972 to $123,520.83. Revenue in a similar 
period last year was $103,871.90. 


Less than $8,240 can be attributed to 


the parking rate hike, according to 
Bllctz's totals. The city council increased 
the parking rate from five to 10 cents an 
hour last summer. Blietz said the hike is 
reflected in August and September totals 
only because of delays in changing park- 
ing meter parts. 


Revenue in August jumped 
from 


$11,258 to $16,839, a yearly high. Septem- 
ber's increase was from $11,729 to 
$14,394.

subsequent rains. 


Instead of accepting a bid of $58,885 


from Anderson to replace the boys' and 
girls' gymnasium floors with Identical 
flooring, the board approved $58,743 for 
synthetic floors. The material to bo used 
In the now floors Is called Tartan, a 
product of the 3M Co. An additional 
$12.000 maximum was approved to pre- 
pare tho floor for the laying of the Tar- 
tan. This sum will probably come from

IT NEARLY PUTS A Wyoming boy's 


mouth out of shape to say It, but I be- 
Uevo the mldwcstorn whltetall deer Is a 
lot smarter than the mule deer I grew up 
with. . 


The western mule deer Is justifiably fa- 


mous for o lot of things. He's huge, Just 
for openers. I remember the first white- 
tall buck I ever shot. He looked a little 
smallish down the barrel of my .270, but 
when I walked up on him I nearly 
panicked. Compared to the muleys I was 
accustomed to, I'd have sworn It was an 
antlered fawn! 


I always thought the mule deer was 


smart, too. More likely, he could be 
called merely cautious. Ho could hear 
trees growing a mile away, It seemed. 
And he could see right through a rocky 
mountain. Ho has the nerve of a Chinese' 
bandit and he can run like... well, like 
a deer. 


But I'm quickly becoming convinced 


that the whltctail Is smarter. 


I've never seen anything, except a cot- 


lontall rabbit, freeie to quickly and to 
surely as a whllctall who MMM danger. 
Put a mule deer and a whlletal! side by 
Me In an opening In a itnall stand of 
Jackplne and two different Ihlngi will 
happen If they hear a twig crack. 


The mule deer will make a tremendous 


leap Into the nearest cover and continue 
smashing through It, bulldozing his way 
(o safety. And you can be mounted on 
Citation and you're not going to ever sec 
him again. You might track a herd of 
mules, but If you set out after a spooked 
single, you'll just be kidding yourself. 


The whltctail, though, In that same sit- 


uation, will freeze. Rabbit-like, there 
won't be a twitch of a hair and unless 
you're a very experienced hunter with 
equally experienced eyes and patience, 
you're not likely to see him. 


Every year thousands of hunters re- 


turn home from the "wilds" of Wisconsin 
and Illinois, reporting not a deer to bo 
seen anywhere. "Hunted out," they will 
tell you. 


Game managers and wardens tell a 


different set of stories: 


The Cuilno Wildlife Experiment Sta- 


tion In Michigan held a "tight hunting" 
experiment. Six veteran hunters and 39 
ilcer (sevrn buck*) were pitted against 
rach other In one square mile sur- 
rounded by deer-proof fencing. It took 
four days before one buck was seen! 


During the next four years, In the 


same area tho herd grew In numbers, 
but tho best sighting record by experi- 
enced stalkers was 14 hours to get within 
shooting rango of any deer ... and 51 
hours to locate one buck! 


fn South Dakota, a radio transmitter 


was attached to a buck along with long 
orange streamers through Its car tags. 
Hunters sent Into the area saw no trace 
of tho buck for seven days, yet many of 
them passed within 40 yards of him. 
Guided by the radio receiver, drives 
were made to push the buck out Into the 
open — no deer. Finally, using the radio 
again, a bush-by-bush search was con- 


ducted all morning and afternoon — no 
deer. Just as they were going to give up 
the whole thing, the buck was found by a 
searcher who nearly stepped on him cur- 
led up under a bush. Nine days elapsed 
time since release. 


Hunters always have tales to tell of the 


deer that "just appeared out of no- 
where," "that disappeared without seem- 
ing to move," or that was "nothing but n 
flash of white In the brush." 


Last season a warden was watching 


with binoculars a deer that had bedded 
down In tho middle of a strip of corn. A 
group of. hunters appeared and fanned 
out to drive tho corn strip, walking down 
the rows. One- hunter was on a course 
that would lake him right to the resting 
deer. The warden saw the buck's horns 
rise, although the hunters didn't. He fig- 
ured the buck was set to take off well 
ahead of the hunters. However, the deer 
simply moved over a few rows and lay 
down again. The warden said he was 
doubly astonished, though, when, after 
tho hunter walked right by him, the deer 
had tho audacity to get up and go back 
to Its original bed right behind the stalk- 
ing hunter. 


Whether you call them stealthy or 


sneaky or smart, one thing Is certain, 
they arc apparently capable of living 
very well In areas that don't make it es- 
pecially cosy for them. 


I con remember hunting mule deer and 


spending almost as much time listening 
a* we spent looking. But I also can re- 
member fishing from the bank of tho 
Pcshtlgo River last fall and seeing a 
ilccr walk quite calmly within a long cast 
of my fly rod. What was astounding Is 
that although the ground was covered 
with dry leaves and other windfall, the 
while tall made not n sound as she 
pasted. 


After she'd made her way casually 


back Into the Umber I walked over and 
looked at the tracks, partly just to prove 
to myself that the silent deer had really 
been there. The tracks were all care- 
fully put down on moist ground between 
the leaves and tho broken twigs and 
branches. That deer would have made a 
Cheyenne Indian feel like a klutz when it 
cnmo to silent travel. 


It's hard to believe a deer can really 


be that stealthy, but It was made clear to 
me as never before, when, as a guest 
along with n group of other writers we 
watched a whltctail buck put his belly 
right down on the ground and with his 
head and tall down he crawled through 
what seemed like no more than a fool or 
two of brush, silently, right past a stand 
%' hunters who were armed to the teeth. 
They had cleverly placed their stand so 
that a deer would walk out of timber on 
one side, into the "open" low brush area, 
toward timber on the other side. 


From our fire tower observation point 


we watched that buck "slither" through 
the brush as the hunters appeared to be 
studiously scanning their area for tho 
slightest sign of deer. 


They didn't even hear him, they told us 


later.

Grease an 8x8 Inch pan, at least 3 


inches high, or a more shallow RxlO. 
Pour half of the batter into the pan and 
sprinkle with a mixture of <A cup of fine- • 
ly chopped nuts, % cup of sugar and 2 
teaspoons cinnamon — reserving about 
one-third for the final topping. Add re- 
maining batter, sprinkle, with the re- 
served nut mixture and bake for 40 to 45 
minutes at 350 degrees.
